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A GREAT GALE IN CHICAGO 


IT CAUSED DEATH AND DESTRUC- 
TION OF PROPERTY. 


THE DEMOCRATIC NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION WIGWAM BADLY WRECKED— 
SCENES OF CONFUSION AND TERROR 
—-SOME MIRACULOUS RSCAPES. 


CricaGco, June 13.—This city was visited this 
afternoon by one of the most severe storms 
known here for years. It lasted only a short 
time, but two persons are known to have 
been killed, five or six were fatally and many 
painfully injured, and much damage was done 
to property. Itis feared that three men on the 
lake were lost. 

For three days intensely hot weather has pre- 
vailed in this city. About 3 o’clock this alter- 
noon heavy clouds began to gather, and halfan 
hour later the darkness was so intense that 
electric and gas lights had to be cailed into use 
inthe offices and stores down town. A few 
minutes later a tornado swept down upon the 
city from the northwest, accompanied by ter- 
rifie thunder and lightning and torrents of rain 
and hail 

in the west division of the city trees were 
broken down, awnings torn off, and windows 
shattered. Several buildings in course of erec- 
tion were wholly or partially wrecked. A brick 
cottage at 1,336 Whipple Street was demol- 
ished, two-year-old Emma Klima killed instaut- 
ly, and the wotber and another child badly in- 
jurea. 

Inthe district between Twenty-second and 
Thirty-third Streets, east of the river, a great 
deal of minor damage was done, Telegraph, 
telephone, and electric systems were completely 
demoralized for a time. Large chimneys on two 
or three manufacturing establishments were 
wrecked and some houses struck by lightning 
and badly damaged. Portions of the roofs of 
several buildings in State Street, between 
Twenty-third and Thirtieth Streets, were blown 
oT and many chimneys damaged. 

A Catholic church at the corner of Twenty- 
tifth Place and Wallace Street was badly daiw- 
aged, the steeple and a portion of the roof be- 
ing demolished. A passer-by was badly injured. 
An elevator near Butier Street was struck by 
lightning, a large hole being torn in one side of 
the building. The grain was badly damaged by 
the rain. : 

Down in the centre of the business district the 
storm seemed most severe bear the Board of 
Trade. The Home Insurance Building in La 
Salle Street was struck by the furious gale. 
Three plate-glase windows, 16 by 20 feet in size, 
jn the southwest corner, occupied by the Union 
National Kauk, was blown in and shattered into 
fragments upon the desks and fixtures. 

J. J. P. O'Dell, President of the bank, was 
struck onthe thigh by a large piece of glass 
and severely cut. He was removed to his resi- 
dence as soon as possible. Lhe other ooccu- 
pants of the bank escapod with slight bruises. 

The driving rain deluged the bank and did 
considerable damage. One iarge window in 
Armour & Co.’s office was blown in, but no one 
was burt. On the upper floors a number of 
windows were broken. Three or four young 
women employed in the office fainted, and there 
Was aprecipitute rush for the staircases and 
elevators. Io make matters worse, lightning 
burned out a switehboard near the dynamo, and 
all the electric lights in the building went out at 
the height of the confusion. ; 

Seventy-live men were at work in the bie 
Democratic wigwam. A quarter-post holding 
the northeast corner of the umbrella-shaped 
canvas roof gave way and tore through the 
canvas. The wind got under it, guy wires 
snapped like twine, and an Instant later the 
great ninety-foot centre mast snapped and 
fell with a crash, emashing through the floor 
and ruining 100 chairs. The canvas cover then 
wentintatters and rain flooded the wigwam. 
The workmen marvelousiy escaped injury. 

Contractor Allen said this evening that the 
damage to the wigwam would amount to fully 
He has had enough of canvas. and a 
timber roof will be ready tor the convention. | 

Several large stores in the business district 
had piate glass windows biown in and sulfered 
some damage fromrain. ‘ihe flagstaff was torn 
from the tower of the Pullman Building and 
fell into Michigan Avenue, narrowly missing a 
buggy occupied by two women. 

During the progress of the storm the cable 
linen experienced considerable difficulty in 
handling their trains because of the electrical 
eurrenton the cables being in some instances 
conducted through the levers to their hands. 
Several of the gripmen on the State 
Btreet line were gtite severely shocked. 
The storm played uavoc with the great 
piles of lumber in the district avout Blue Island 
Avenue and Twenty-second Street. For half an 
bour the air seemed full of tlying boards and 
shingles, and the piling of the lumber will entail 
considerable expense. Three employes in one 
yard were badly injured. 

An idea of the force of the wind may be 
gleaned from the fact that a six-inch timber 
was picked up and driven eudwise through a 
box car standing near by. 

Arinour’s “‘D” elevator at Morgan Street and 
the river was struck by lightning and com- 
pletely wrecked. Charles J. Roberts, who was 
at work in the boiler room, was buried beneath . 
amass of brick aud timber, and his body was 
not recovered until late this evening. 

Later this evening a number of additional 
casualties were reported to the police. Several 
men working on new buildings were badly hurt 
by being blown from scaiioldings or struck by 
fying debris.

GOV. RUSSELL’S VIEWS. 


GROVER CLEVELAND NOW THE LOG- 
ICAL CANDIDATE OF THE DEMOCRATS. 


Boston, June 13.—In response toa request for 
his opinion of the renomination of President 
Harrison, Gov. Russell said to-day: 

“ The renomination seems to excite no enthu- 
siasm among the Republicans and, I am sure, 
no fear among the Democrats. It represents 
fairly well the principles and purposes of 
the Republican Party, and, of course, its 
administration of national affairs. Because 
it is representative of the party and 
especially of its extreme views, itis weak. The 
country does not believe in and will not sup- 


port the doctrines now held by that party, and 
is emphatically opposed to its narrow, selfish, 
sectional policy. 

“Tt has already, once, in the midst of the Ad- 
ministration of the Republican candidate, con- 
demned him, his Administration, and the 
doctrines and policy of his party, with 
an emphasis almost unprecedented, which 
spoke a political revolution. I do not know 
how popular or unpopular Mr. Harrison is with 
his party or with the people. His great weak- 
ness is that he fully represents bis party in its 
extreme views and its downward career. Even 
on the question of silver, where in Massachusetts 
the Republican Party has boasted of taking 
a position in thorough harmony with the 
views generally held in the East, his 
part in ita convention has adopted a 

latform which Senater Teller, the Repub- 
ican leader for free silver, says is entirely 
satisfactory to him and his State, and it has hy 
its silence indorsed the silver bill passed by the 
Republican Party, now believed to be a danger- 
ous measure, and so declared by Mr. Lodge and 
others who voted for it, 

“As the peere have passed upon these 
doctrines and measures of the Republican Party, 
and upon the Administration of President 
Harrison in 1890, and have expressed their 
emphatic disapproval of them, I do not believe 
they intend now to change their opinion or to 
support aman who thoroughly represents what 
they have repudiated. 

“The Democrats have now a splendid oppor- 
tunity. Let them nominate a man who as 
thoroughly represents their views and princi- 
ples, and who has with them the confidence of 
the country.”’ 

*“ Who is that man?” 

** Without disparaging other candidates, it is 
perfectly clear that there isone whois con- 
spicuous before the country for his constant 
opposition, both in his views and his Adminie- 
tration, to the Republican Party’s idea of gov- 
ernment, and whois a consistent, able repre- 
sentative and exponent of the Democratic 
position. That man is Cleveland.” 

** He has led his party in its demand that the 
power of government shall be used for the 
people’s interest; in its opposition to prin- 
cipies and measures of McKinley, Lodge, 
and Reed, in ite belief in economy, equality, 
and freedom as the guiding principles of legis- 
lation; andin giving to the country a clean, 
honest, patriotic, and unselfish Administration, 
he has deservedly won the confidence of the 
country. 

* I believe the Democratic Party will choose 
him as its standard bearer. The issues now 
dividing the two great parties will be empha- 
sized in their candidates, and the verdict and 
the victory ef 1890 will be repeated.”

A WELL-KNOWN CIRCUS MAN DEAD.

THE EVENTFOL LIFE OF HENRY ROLAND 
ENDED IN A CHARITY HOSPITAL, 


New-ORLEANS, June 13.—Henry Roland died 
at the Charity Hospital, New-Orleans, to-day of 
cancer, gegeral debility, and the remains of 
chagres fever. He was tifty-four years old, was 
born at Culpeper Court Honse, Va., was brought 
up at Hillsborough, Highland County, Ohio, and 
educated at Kenyon College. He was a classic 
scholar and could read and write Spanish, 
French, German, Italian, and Russian. 

He had been iu the circus business for nearly 
forty years, and was looked upon with pride by 
the members of bis profession tor his many at- 
tainments. He was a representative American 
circus man. He was brought out by the 
John Robinson show as a performer with 

is partner Billy as the Roland brothers. Clos- 
ing with the Robinson show he was two seasons 
with the Bill Lake circus and inenagerie. After 
the Lake show he was a season in New- 
York with Lent’s Fourteenth Street circus, then 
with Spaulding and Bidwell on a South Ameri- 
can trip on the brig Hannah, and on their re- 
turn to New-York after atwo years’ trip they 
were wrecked off Barnegat Beach, N. J., and 
everything was lost. 

Heury and his partner then joined the Han- 
lon Brothers, closing at New-Orleans, where be 
engaged himself and sailed to Paris with Spauld- 
ing & Bidwell’s American Circus. Henry was 
in Europe oyer sixteen years, traveling as 
an American gymnast with all the largest 
circuses in Europe. He returned to America in 
about 1s50. He then went to Central America 
as business and advance agent forthe Gardner 
Circus, closed and shipped to New-York. 

Henry remained in the City of Guatemala, 
where he taught English and Spanish for nearly 
& year, and after that accepted a position as 
timekeeper on the big dredgeboat City of Paria, 
in the Lesseps Canal, where he contracted the 
chagres feyer, from which he never thoroughly 
recovered,

WEST POINT. 


RECOMMENDATIONS TO BE MADE BY 
THE HOUSE SUB-COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Several’ members of 
the sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs returned to-night from West 
Point, where they have been making their an- 
nual inspection of the Military Academy. One 
of the members said that they would prepare a 
report, which would contain several important 
recommendations, to submit to Congress in a 
few days. 

According to his statement they will recom- 
mend that the President be given the authority 
to appoint ten cadets each year, instead of ten 
for the four years of the course as at present, 
thereby increasing the number of cadets by 
about thirty. The committee has, during its ex- 
amination, come to the conclusion that the 
lerger amount of appropriation which has been 
urged for lighting purposes is needed. There was 
a wide difference in the amounts recommended 
by the House and Senate, the former favoring 
but $13,000 and the latter about $40,000. The 
sub-committee will favor an appropriation of 
$48,000, thereby providing for electric lighting. 

At least one change in the curriculum will be 
recommended. The committee found that but 
six months are now devoted to the study of the 
Spanish language. It will be recommended 
either that the study be given up altogether or 
that a course of three years be devoted to it.

HIGHER THAN EVER KN OWN

THE MISSISSIPPI THREATENS 
WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION, 


LEVEES BREAKING IN MANY PLACES— 
ENERGETIC WORK BY RAILROAD 
OFFICERS TO AVERT LOSS-—THE 
SITUATION DKPLORABLE,. 


NEW-ORLEANS, June 13.—The levee situation 
is to-day much more serious than at any time 
during the present high rise. Especially is this 
true of the levees within a few miles of New- 
Orleans. 

Last night at 11 o'clock a serious break oc- 
curred in Belmont Levee, St. James’s Parish. 
It was not long in reaching a width of 180 feet, 
and is reported to be about 7 feet deep. There 
is a small batture in front, but the work of 
closing will be, in the opinion of those upon the 
scene, a very difficult task. There isaforce of 
200 men at work, which is being constantly re- 
inforced. The Mississippi Valley morning train 
Was not sentout, and arrangements were made 
with the Texas and Pacific Road to carry pas- 
sengers to Baton Rouge. The 5 o'clock Valley 
fast train started as usual, taking the Illinois 
Central track at Kenner to Jackson, thence over 
the Alabama and Vicksburg Road to Vicks- 
burg. 

At 8 o'clock this morning a break occurred on 
E. Sarpy’s Prospect plantation, twenty-two 
miles from this city. This is also on the Valley 
Road. The break was 25 feet wide, and is 
considered a serious one. It has grown to 60 
feet wide, and will be difficult to close. 

About 6 o’clock this morning the levee broke 
on the Avondale plantation, owned by Barton & 
O’Donnell. It is near Waggaman Station, 
ou the Texas and Pacific Road. The break 
is 25 feet wide and 8 feet deep, and 
being in a bend of the river, the ends are wash- 
ing and the break is widening rapidly. The 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company had a boat 
with men and material one-half mile above the 
crevasse, and it was immediately transferred to 
the scene, while General Manager Knittschmitt, 
who has been sleeping in his car for six weeks, 
went to the crevasse at once and is leading the 
combined forces of the Texas and Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific. Both roads are within 
200'yards of the break, and traffic will be im- 
peded to-morrow if the break is not closed. 

This afternoon advices are that the crevasse 
is growing, and is now 60 feet wide. The situa- 
tion on the lower coast is deplorable indeed. 
“ You might as well say the whole east bank of 
the river is gone,” Secretary Bell of the New- 
Orleans and Southern Railroad discouragingly 
remarked this morning. 

The Southern had a new crevasse this morn- 
ing at Merritt plantation, eleven miles below 
the city. It is 45 feet wide and 7 feet deep. 
ein hundred men have been placed to work 
there. 

The Villtre crevasse, just below the city, 
which occurred Saturday, is 60 feet wide and 7 
feet deep. It will hardly be closed. The Story 
crevasse has widened to 75 feet, and no work Is 
being done. Belaire crevasse is 15 feet wide, 
and there are two breaks at Harlem, one 30 
feet wide. The track is under water at five 
places. No trains are running, the country is 
tlooded, and the damage will be great. 

The river everywhere is higher than ever 
known in its history. At New-Orleans it isa 
foot and a half over all previous records. Most 
of the breaks are from the pressure of the water 
against what are considered tire levees, which 
were weakened by the water flowing over them. 
The planters have become thoroughly alarmed, 
and thousands of men are working all along the 
line. Even the Illinois Contral has become 
alarmed atthe latest crevasses and is bracing 
its tracks with piles and weighting them down. 
It has also sent 150 men to help the Mississippi 
Valiey close the Sarpy bre ak.

HE IS OUT OF POLITICS AND WILL 
HAVE HIS OWN BUCKBOARD. 


BanGor, Me., June 13.—Mr. Blaine will not be 
in politics this year in any respect, save that he 
may appear once somewhere, and somehow 
show to the people of Maine that he desires the 
return next Winter, by the State Legislature, of 
Senator Hale. 

There is no truth in the rumor that Mr. Blaine 
will enter the Senate himself. All day Saturday 
he worked in his.earden with a florist, and the 
butler, stationed at the gate, admitted no oall- 
ers. He commissioned the florist to purchase 
for him a pair of good horses of good finish and 
appearance and sufficient in size to handle a 
family buckboard among the hills of Mount 


Desert Island, and he gave anorder for a choice 
article to a friend of Senator Hale’s who wuilds 
buckboards. Mr. Blaine in former times has 
hired outfits of this kind, but never owned one, 
and this is taken to mean that he will remain at 
Bar Harbor and will ride more than usual. He 
told Mr. Beers, the florist, that he desired a 
larger number of flowers than in former sea- 
sons, as his wife would have company from time 
to time. 

Mrs. Hale and her boys will be Mr. Blaine’s 
guests. Mr. Blaine will camp outa few days at 
Camp Comfort on Green Lake, a place where 
the United States Fish Commission expended 
$30,000 last year, as related in THE TIMES. 

Mr. Blaine got into an old suit two hours after 
he arrived at the Harbor, and, with Mr. Beers 
for a companion, he worked and talked three 
bours. His spirits were good, but he pleasantly 
put a taboo upon political chat when Mr. 
Beers mentioned Minneapolis. Whether or not 
his spirits were light can be judged by the fact 
that he discussed flowers, and said his favorite 
color in the floral world was yellow, though he 
despised the yellow which jaundice brings. 
Mr. Beers was in Bangor to-day after the team, 
and carries down to Bar Harbor to-morrow a lot 
of palms and other plants for the house.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Gen. W. B. Frank- 
lin, the Acting Treasurer of the system of 
national homes for disabled volunteer  sol- 
diers, does not like the idea of losing $4,000, 
which he paid over to the bond-aided Pa- 
cific Railroads, back in 1889, for the trans- 
portation of supplies for several branches of the 
home. The Second Controller of the Treasury 
has been induced, by the arguments presented, 
to reopen the claim that this money should not 
be suspended from the accounts of Gen. 
Franklin. 

The Controller goes very fully into the law 
which relates directly and remotely to the fn- 
stitution, and finds that the soldiers’ home is a 
Government institution and that the transporta- 
tion of supplies and stores for the home is 
transportation of public supplies; that the serv- 
ice is rendered for and on account of the Goy- 
ernment, and that the compensation for such 
part of the service as was rendered by the bond- 
aided lines should be applied in the same man- 
ner as though the service had been rendered in 
transporting the United States mails, muni- 
tions of war, and other public stores of the Gov- 


ernment. This was the position taken by Con- 
— Butler when the matter came before 

m. 

The relations of the Government to the Pacific 
Railroads are peculiar. Congress gave large 
sums of money to aid’in the construction of the 
railroads on the condition that the railroads 
would transport for the Government the public 
stores, material, and supplies and would agree 
that compensation for such service should be 
applied by the Government to the reduction of. 
the debt thus created, and would also pay to the 
Government a certain proportion of their earn- 
ings. The Controller, in his decision, says that 
while the railroads remain indebted to the Gov- 
ernment it should avail itself of every oppor- 
tunity to recoup and the railroads should not be 
permitted to evade their just liabilities to the 
Government upon merely technical questions. 

Congress makes annual appropriations of 
nearly $3,000,000 for the support of the 
soldiers’ home. This, in the opinion of the Con- 
troller, is certainly public money, and no part 
of it should be paid to the bond-aided Pacific 
Railroads as compensation for the transporta- 
tion of supplies. Gen. Franklin, therefore, made 
a mistake when he paid the railroads for carry- 
ing public provisions.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 


FEARFUL DISASTER AT MARE 
ISLAND NAVY YARD. 


MORE THAN A DOZEN MEN WERE 
KILLED OUTRIGHT—THE ACCIDENT 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN CAUSED 
BY THE DROPPING OF A SHELL. 


VALLEJO, Cal., June 13.—A report which 
shook the town likeasharp shock of earth- 
quake was heard at 11:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing and it was followed by tue ringing of alarm 
bells at the Mare Island Navy Yard. 

When the great volume.of smoke at the yard 
cleared away it was found that an explosion 
had taken place. It burned and charred the 
bodies of two apprentice seamen found on the 
beach 200 yards from the scene of the explo- 


sion.

In the midst of the ruins and all around the 
side bills were seen the bodies and portions of 
bodies scattered here and there. When col- 
lected together it was found that the dead num- 
bered twelve, among them Gunner Hittinger of 
the cruiser Boston. 

All the bodies were greatly disfigured, some 
being cut in two and nearly all being minus a 
limb. 

Three wounded men were taken to the hos- 
pital in a dying condition, including the two ap- 
prentices taken from the beach. 

No one seems able to tell exactly how the ex- 
plosion. occurred. A working party of fifteen 
men from the cruiser Boston, which was in the 
stone dock near by, had been sent to prepare 
ammunition and fill the shells for the ship. All 
were at work in the magazine. 

It is supposed that one of the party dropped 
a shell and caused the explosion. 

Dr. Lewis of the Naval Hospital was the firat 
on the scene. He found one body possessed of 
life, but filled with pieces of wood and burned 
and bleeding. 

Watchman Collins had a narrow escape. He 
hasan ugly wound on the head, caused by a 
piece of shell, and is injured internally. The 
body of Hittinger was found on the roof of the 


shellhouse, having been blown through the 
roof of the house, which was afterward de- 
stroyed by fire. 

Mrs. McDougal, of the lighthouse, with her 
daughter, was early at hand to assist any of the 
wounded, bringing bandages and doing much 
that was necessary. Drs. Magruder, Crane, 
Page, Moore, and Lewis, all of the navy, were 
soon on the scene. 

The work of identifying the dead is not yet 
completed, as the energies of all were for some 
time devoted to getting the bodies together, and 
the crew of the Boston, to which ship the dead 
and wounded belonged, worked hard in the ruins 
under the direction of Lieuts. Blaze, Robinson, 
and Hughes. 





TRAIN ROBBERY FOILED.

ARMED MEN ON BOARD SPOILED THE 
ROBBERS’ PLANS. 


PirrspurG, June 13.—A Connellsville (Penn.) 
special says: “ Train robbers were foiled last 
night in an attempt to hold up the New-York, 
Washington and Philadelphia express on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, between Layton 
Station and Connellsville. The mailand ex- 
press cars had on board $186,000. 

“The suspicions of the railroad officials were 
aroused several days ago by information 
which they received in some way. They got 
word that plans were laid to rob the express 
on Sunday night, somewhere east of Layton. 
The plans were to flagor wreck the train and 


then plunder the mail and express cars con- 
taining the money. 

“A telegram was sent last night to Robert 
Shepard, the Baltimore and Ohio detective here. 
About 8 o’clook he went to Uniontown and got 
Sheriff McCormick and a posse of men, who 
were taken to Layton on aspecialtrain. They 
boarded the express there, and part of the offi- 
cers Went on through to Cumberland. The ar- 
rivalofthe Sheriff's _ scared the robbers 
off and probably saved many lives. 

“ Although admitting that they expected an 
attempted robbery, the railroad officials re- 
fused to give any information. Superintendent 
Holbrook was on board the train. It was 
learned to-night that the Cooley gang planned 
the robbery. Sheriff McCormick and posse are 
now trying to capture the famous gang before 
they get back to their mountain haunts.”

POWDER IN THE HARBOR. 


JERSEY CITY MAKES A STRONG PRO- 
TEST TO CONGRESS, 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Senator MoPherson 
(Dem., N. J.,) to-day presented to the Senate a 
memorial of the Jersey City Board of Trade, 
requesting that Congress take such action as 
will result in the designation of an anchorage 
for vessels laden with powder and other ex- 
plosives which will be remote from populous 
centres, and thatthe powder barges now an- 
chored on the flats pe removed from the an- 
chorage to some eafe distance. 

The memorial rec.tes that nearly every pow- 
der-manufacturing company in the United 


Statee has offices or agents in New-York City. 
They are not. however, allowed to store powder 
in thé city, but secure permits to anchor barges 
and other vessels on the Government ancbor- 
axes on the flats. Some of these vessels, it 
seems, serve for powder storage and sre per- 
manently anchored on the flats. Many of them 
are loaded with high explosives, such as dyna- 
mite'and nitroglycerine, and it is believed, the 
memorial states, that the storage of such large 
quantities of gunpowder and high explosives 
in such close proximity to the city is a continual 


menace, 

While the quantity of these high explosives is 
unknown, it is believed that there are many 
hundred tons of dangerous cargo on these flats 
nearly all the time, and it is reasonable to be- 
lieve that, should an explosion occur, all the 
buildings fronting on the bay would be wrecked 
and great damage be done to the lower part of 
New-York City as well as Brooklyn. 





GOV. FLOWER IN DANGER. 


HE AND HIS FAMILY IN A CAR WHICH 
JUMPED THE TRACK, 


Evmira, N. Y., June 13.—The car in which 
Gov. Flower and family were riding jumped the 
track six miles west of Addison on the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad at 12:30 
@olock this afternoon. Exaggerated reports 


were at once afloat, one rumor stating that the 
train had been wrecked and the Governor killed. 
Although the train was runningat a high rate of 
speed no one in the Governor’s car was injured, 
and no other car left the track.

DANGERS OF THE CATAMARAN. 


FIFTEEN MEN NARROWLY ESCAPE 


DROWNING IN ROCKLAND LAKE, 


Nrack, N. Y., June 13.—A pleasure party on 
Rookland Lake had a narrow escape from 
drowning early last evening. A company of fif- 
teen gentlemen came to the lake in the after- 
noon, procured a good-sized catamaran and got 
on board. The boat is an -open one, and as it 
has no propelling power a small steam launca 
Was engaged to draw it around. 

The centre of the lake had been reached— 
about halfa mile from shore—when suddenly 


the seats on the catamaran gave way, and the 
two olgar-sbaped hulls separated, bor end 
the entire party into the water. large num- 
ber of persons were on shore, and many of them 
hastened outto the rescue of the struggling 
men. Fortunately, pay ge of the men could 
swim, and they assis in keeping the others 
from drowning. A boy in the company who was 
unable toswim was going down for the last 
time when he was rescued. The men were taken 
to the shore in small boats with their clothing 
all ruined and several of them completely ex- 
hausted. 

The men blamed the Captain of the steam 
launch for the accident. For several hours he 
did not dare to come ashore forfearef bodily 
violence.

MILITIA HELD IN READINESS FOR AN

BurraLo, N. Y., June 13.—A Tonawanda 
special says that Sheriff Beok and a posse of 
men from Buffalo and Sheriff Ensign and thirty 
Deputies from Niagara County are at the scene 
of the lumber strike to-day, owing to the fact 
that sixteen union men have been arrested for 
being implicated in the shooting of Policeman 
Kingsley, who cannot live.

A HUSTLING HOUSE THIEF 
JAMES WALLACE’S LONG CAREER 
CHECKED AT LAST. 








HE HAD 8TOLEN $15,000 worTH OF — 
PROPERTY BEFORE HE WAS CAOGHT 
—CLEVER DETECTIVE WORK—HIS 
WIFE IGNORANT OF HIS MISDEEDS. 


The reception room of the Police Detective 
Bureau appeared last night to have been pre- 
pared to look like a Constantinople bazaar and 
@ bric-A-brac and art jeweler’s store combined, 
for where there were not rich stuffs, draperies, 
and gold-embroidered garments, there were sil- 
verwars, jewelry, pictures,musical instruments, 
clocks, art objects, statuettes, and choice ceram- 
ica. With them, as ifin cynical contrast, were & 
couple of bunches of burglar’s keys and a 
“jimmy” which had aided a very young but 
very clever houge thief, James Wallace or Johu 
Scanlon, 1,731 Rogues’ Gallery, to possess prop- 
erty worth $15,000, about one-third of which 
was displayed. 

The story of Wallace’s exploits as told by 
Sergt. Bird was much more interesting than ac- 
counts of the doings of malefactors are as a 
rule. There are always depredations in flat 
houses, it is so easy to ring the electric bell of 
one aparment, obtain admittance and enter an- 
other either by force or with a skeleton key. 
Sinee the beginning of the year the police have 
been chagrined because of the success of a thief 
who, it was finally decided, worked alone and 
so deftly that no one had ever seen him so as ta 
be able to describe him. 

This man’s field of operations was up town, 
and occupants of tle best class of flats were his 
victims. After several detectives had at odd 
times been on duty on the case, Inspector Steers, 
six weeks ago, told Detective Sergeants Stephen 
O’Brien and McCauley to tind the thief if it took 
them all Summer, and they were relieved of all 
other duty. 

Every house thief found in town was watched 
until itbecame certain thatit was not hewho was 
sought, until Wallace became interesting to the 
detectives, and their first care was to discover 
that he lived at 618 East One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth Street, and that his principal occu- 
pation appeared to be to wager money in pool- 
rooms, lis chief resort being at One Hundred 
and Thirtieth Street and Third Avenue, and tc 
go to horse races. 

It was very difficult, however, to learn what 
Wallace did between 10 A. M., when he usnally 
hired a light wagon from a liveryman in East 
One Hundred and Thirty-seventh Street, and 
the time when he appeared on the race tracks. 
The detectives finally became convinced that he 
drove from the livery stable to # neighbor- 
hood in which he had planned to steal, 
left the horse standing in the street, 
plundered, and drove to some pawn 
shop where he disposed of his booty. In this 
way he avoided surveillance by driving quickly 
when he started, and when seen later in the day 
he was, to use police slang, *“‘ clean,” or without 
property to identify him with a robbery. 

Fate was against Wallace on ‘Rhursday, as he 
lost every bet he made in the pvolrooms, and, 
although he had plunder to the value of many 
hundreds of dollars at his disposal, he did not 
possess eng@ugh money to pay for the hire of the 
light wagoi. He wentona marauding expedi- 
tion on foot. Hisattire was faultless and he 
wore patent leather shoes. 

Waliace’s firat care was to take a frugal meal 
at Third Avenue and One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth street, and then he went straight to a 
flathouse at 3 Kast One Hundred and Thirty- 
tirat Street, went in and came out in tive min- 
utes. His next visit was to a house at Fiith 
Avenue and One Hundred and Thirty-second 
Street, and he was twice as lopg there, but as 
he did not appear to have increased in bulk, the 
detectives believed that so far he had not suc 
ceeded in stealing anything. 

Wallace was exceedingly wary just then, and 
after peering up and down both the street and 
avenue he went to 46 West One Hundred and 
Thirty-second Street and remained out of sight 
for half an hour. When he turned into Lexing- 
ton Avenue and began shifting articles from one 
pocket to another the ofticers knew he had beeg 
It would not 
have been good judgment to arrest him then, 
as O'Brien and McCauley knew there was 4 re- 
ceiver of stolen goods leagued with Wallace and 
they were determined to make the flat robber 
lead them to him. 

Waliace appeared, in spite of his bulging 
pockets, not to have enough for a day’s labor, 
and he passed five minutes in 475 Lenox Ave- 
nue ead a quarter of an hour at 200 West One 
Hundred and Thirty-sixth Street. Each visit 
appeared to have been profitable, and Wallace 
returned home to come out and hire the light 
wagon and drive rapidly over the Madison Ave- 
nue Bridge. 

The detectives, had they had just euch a rig, 
would not have dared to follow Wallace. Their 
judgment was that he had gone to am 
up-town pawnbroker’s on the west side, 
and, taking a cable car to One Hundred and 
Twenty-tifth Street and LKighth Avenue, 
they were very happy when they saw 
Wallace’s light wagon iu charge of a boy, who 
told them tbe driver had gone down One Hun- 
dred and Twerty-tifth Street. Very svon they 
discovered that he was in M. Bernstein's pawn 
shop near by. When he came out he drove rap- 
idly east, and the ollicers, boarding a cable car, 
followed until they saw the horse and wagon 
tethered outside a liquor saloon at One Hun- 
dred and wenty-fifth Street and Lexington 
Avenue, and théy learned that Wallace had 

one to Harlew’s pawu shop, at 157 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-tifth Street. 

Seeing Wallace at the counter negotiating a 
loan on something jhe held in his hand, the de- 
tectives decided that the time had come for ac- 
tion, and, entering the place, they seized 
bim and took from his hand a diamond 
ring and a coilar button. As he struggled 
to get free, “nippers’” were put on bim. 
A silver watch, a lady’s chain, a seven-stone 
diamond scarfpin, a gold and pear! lead pencil, 
a cluster diamond ring, a penknife charm, a 

sawn ticket for a coat and waistcoat, another 
er a diamond ring, and burglar’s implements 
were taken from his pockets. 

Wallace was absolutely silent about his ar- 
rest and his doings until he was arraigned be- 
fore Superintendent Byrnes. Mr. Byrnes, find- 
ing him mute, said to the detectives: “Get this 
man remanded, go to his house, arrest every- 
body you find in it, and bring them before me.”” 

Then the thief spoke up. ‘* My wife is there,” 
he said. “She’s innocent, Don’t arrest her, 
and I[’)) tell the whole truth.” 

Wallace then related what was found to be 
strictly true. Fifteen months ago he was re- 
leased from the penitentiary, where he had 
served a term of five years for house robbery. 
He had resolved on retrieving the past, and, 
going to Connecticut, he found employment as 
a stonecutter, and married a good and trusting 
young woman. Work gave out, and when bis 
savings were gone he chose between poverty 
and alife of wisery for his young wife anda 


’ return to infamy. 


Coming to New-York Wallace committed sev- 
eral robberies, and was soon prosperons enough 
to establish his wite vomfortably. He account 
ed for the money he brought home by Leyes 
that he had obtained funds froin relatives an 
had acquired an interest in a gambling house, 
and was doing well on the race tracks. He also 
suid that jewelry and other articles he brought 
home had been bought on speculation. 

This was a year ago, aud Wallace said that 
between then and the time of his arrest he had 
committed two robberies a day on the average, 
and had worked entirely alone. But he gained 
the confidence of the pawnbroker Bernateino, 
who took the bulk of his plunder and told him 
he would buy all he brought to him. 

A search of Wallace’s house, after the detect- 
ives had broken the heart of his wife by telling 
her who her husband was, revealed enough 
stolen property of every sort, from a banjo toa 
aet of manicure implements, to fill two w: ns. 
To-day alltne articles will be taken to Police 
Headquarters, with property represented by 
forty-five pawn tickets found at Wallace’s. 

Wallace was remanded from time to time at 
the Jefferson Market Poiive Court, and Bernstein 
was taken into custody yesterday. He said his 
dealings with Wallace were such as every pawn- 
broker in the city has with customers. It is 

robable that to-day the Detective Bureau will 
visited by hundreds of persons who have 
been robbed and who will try to identify the 
articles on exhibition.

SPONSEL RAPID-FIRE GUN. 


POINTS OF ADVANTAGE CLAIMED FOR 
A NEW WEAPON. 


HARTFORD, June 13.—The new rapid-fire gun 
invented by Charies W. Sponsel of this city will 
be ready for trial at the naval proving grounds 
in the dourse ofa few weeks. The model which 
is to be officially tested by the Government ex- 
perts is now being made at the Pratt & Whitney 
Compapy’s works here. The new arm is to en- 
ter the field as a competitor with the Hotchkiss 

n, which is now manufactured here for the 

Jnited States naval service. 

The merite of the Sponsel rapid-fire gun con- 
sist mainly in the fact thatit has fewer parts 
than the Hotehkiss, and is similar in design. 
The arm, when taken apart, can be readily as- 
sembled without the aid of tools. The breech is 
closed by a vertical sliding block on which 
every part ofthe breech mechanism is assembled 
and carried, not a screw being used in the de- 
vice. The axis ef the crank shaft for operatin 
the breech mechanism is substantially parale 
with the bore of the gun. In opening or closing 
the breech the line of motion of the crank is at 
right angies to the axis of the gun. The result 
is that the recoil of the piece has no tendency to 
open the breech after the discharge. By this 
construction the use of locking devices is avoid- 
ed. In other rapid-firing guns these devices are 
@ necessity. 

Another important feature of the Sponsel 
gun is that when the cartridge is placed in the 
chamber, the breech being closed at the same 
time, the hand of the operator is lifted up out of 
the way, and removed from the possibility of in- 
jury. A very serious danger in quick firing is 
eliminated by this contrivance. In most guns 
the gunner is not infrequently afraid of losing 
his hand. Stillanother point of advantage in 
the Sponsel is that two extractors are provided, 
sliding rearward and arranged diametrically 
opposite one another. With this arrangement, 
no matter how hard the shell sticks in the 
chamber, it can be extracted without difficulty. 

The breech mechanism, which consists of 
twenty-four pieces, can be manufactured from 
50 to 60 per cent. cheaper than any gun yet pro- 
duced. he gun is as strong as any now in 
service, and the system is equally well adapted 
for guns ranging from one-pounders to thirty- 
three-pounders. 

Mr. Sponsel has patents on the = granted in 
England, France, Germany, and the United 
States, bearing date of March 3, 1891. He has 
been fora number of years the assistant man- 
ager under E. G. Parkhurst in the gun depart- 
ment connected with the Pratt & Whitney Works 
here. At present he is under Government ap- 
pointmentin Philadelphia and isa competent 
expert on firearms and ordnance, 





CADETS VISIT THE SEVENTH. 


THEY LEARN HOW GENEROUSLY NEW- 
YORK PROVIDES FOR ITS MILITIA. 


The members of the graduating and “ fur- 
jough” classes of the United States Military 
Academy at West Point were handsomely en- 
tertained by the members of the Seventh Regi- 
ment last evening. When Col Appleton’s com- 
mand was performing a tour of field service 
at the State Camp of Instruction last Sum- 
mer, the first class of cadets rode over to 
Peekskill and formed the acquaintance of the 
gray-coated soldiers of the National Guard. 


When the class was graduated, the rank and file 
of the Seventh extended a cordial invitation to 
to the newly-fledged officers of the United 
States Army to pay them a visit in their home 
quarters. 

Last night a score or more of the West Point- 
ers responded to the invitation. The armory 
was lit up for their benefit, and they were 
shown what kind of quarters the @ity and 
Btate of New-York furnish for th@ir citizen 
soldiers. There were very many ladiesin at- 
tendance at the armory, and the brief stay of 
the “‘ regulars,”” who expressed their astonish- 
ment at the palatial surroundings of their 
volunteer brethren, was made thoroughly 
agreeable. 

Outside of the visit of the cadets, the chief 
topic of interest, and the one which awakened 
an amountof enthusiasm not known in the 
Seventh Regiment Armory since the stirring 
times of 1861, was the splendid showing in rifle 
practice made at Creedmoor by the Eighth and 
the Third Company, the command of Capt.

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NEW AND HARRISON LAUGH 


THEY MAKE MERRY OVER THE 
FALLEN REPUBLICAN LEADERS 


THE COLONEL QUOTES SCRIPTURE AND 
THE PRESIDENT SHOWS HIS KNOWL- 
EDGE OF BIBLIOAL HISTORY—WOL. 
COTT AND STEWART CONSULT. 


WASHINGTON, June 138.—The battle at Minne- 
apolis has been fought over and over several 
times to-day atthe White House. The door to 
the President’s private room has been swinging 
inward at frequent intervals, and the victorious 
generals have been telling the President just 
how it was brought about that they and their 
brother officeholders carried the Harrison ban- 
ner to victory. 

Col. A. M. Hughes, the Chairman of the Ten- 
nesses delegation, was there to-day. Two mem- 
bers of the Virginia delegation and Col. John 0, 
New have also reported. Col. New, it is an- 
nounced, will soon go back to his duties as Con- 
sul General at London, whioh position, it will 
be remembered, he left, as he said, on a short 


leave of absence “to attend to some private 
matters,” some weeks ago. e 

Col. New’s meeting with the President is said 
to have been unique. For the first time in all 
the excitement of the past two weeks the Presi- 
dent is said to have shown some signs of melt; 
ing and to have displayed some emotion. At 
all other times he has been as cool and calm 
and unmoved as the Washington Monument. 
He is said to have listened while Col. New told 
him how Piatt, ow and Quay and the 
others of their crowd had set up the Blaine 
image and commanded all the people to fall 
down and worship, like the Scriptural King who 
built the great golden image in the plain of 
Babylon. 

There isastory that the President, drawin 
from his store of Scriptural knowledge, carrié 
the incident to its climax by recalling that the 
old King, after it was all over, was forced to 
“eat grass a6 oxen,” and it is gossiped that up 
in the White House there was a good laugh at 
the figure of Platt and Quay thus humiliated. 
Col. New having completed his matters of per- 
sonal business is scheduled to return no later 
than the last of this week. 

Senator E. O. Wolcott of Colorado was the 
first one .of the alleged Blaine supporters to 
come back and let his arrival beknown. Hedid 
not call at the White House, but went straight 
up to the Senate, and hunted up the white-haired 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, the ‘only one of the 
Republican, anti-Harrison, free-coinage Sen- 
ators who did not go to Minneapolis to take part 
2 the festivities of “killing off President Har- 
rison.”’ 

Ever since the convention Senator Stewart 
has been in a most unhappy frame of mind He 
is not pleased with the money plank in the plat- 
form of his party, and the affair has gone so far 
that the Avening Star to-night mentions him as 
& possible candidate for the Presidency on the 
Farmer's Alliance ticket. 

Senator Wolcott found Senator Stewart listen- 
ing to something which Mr. Peffer was saying 
on the floor of the Senate. There were four 
other Senators present at the time busily en- 
gaged in writing letters, and, as the galleries 
were nearly empty, the Kansas man was with- 
out listeners except for Mr. Stewart. Mr. Wol- 
oott at once vegan a talk with the Nevada man. 
What he said both declined to make — 

Mr. Wolcott is young, and tbe vigor of his 
youth was with him to-day, notwithstanding 
what he went through last week. Such Sena- 
tors. as were in the cloak rooms when he ar- 
rived atonce made him atarget for questions 
as to how he felt, if he had been to congratulate 
the President, ifhe had really enjoyed his trip 
to the convention, and other like questions. He 
wiped the perspiration from his brow and kept 
good-tempered. 

“What is the news from Minneapolis?” he 
was asked as he came from theSenate Chamber. 

“There isn’t any.” he said, and fled down 
stairs to the restaurant, two steps at a time. 

When Senator Hiscock gets back to the Senate 
Chamber some of the supporters of the Admin- 
istration say they will call him to account for 
allowing the convention to adjourn without a 
complimentary mention of Vice President Mor- 
ton’s name. Coming from the same State as Mr. 
Morton, ana one of the leaders of the Adminis- 
tration forces, they say he ought to have been 
enough awake to have at least treated the Vice 
President with common courtesy. 

The President has received a telegram from 
Gov. McKinley, Chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Republican Convention to notify 
President Harrison of his renomination, asking 
if it would be convenient to him to receive the 
committee Monday next. 

The President responded in the affirmative.

BOUTELLE FEELS VERY BAD. 


HE DON’T LIKE THE WAY BLAINE AND 
HIS FRIENDS HAVE BEEN TREATED. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 13.—That the defeat of 
Blaine and the renomination of Harrison does 
not leave the Republican Party in that condi- 
tion of absolute harmony which will further 
the re-election of Harrison was to be oxpected. 
The opposition of the Blaine men in the oon- 
vention was too bitter and personal to justify 
anybody in expecting a warm reception of the 
re-nomination from the Blaine faction. 

An indication of the real state of feelings is 
shown this afternoon ih the Minneapolis -Jour~ 
nal. The Journal wasa supporter of Blaine, 
and was of the opinion even on Friday morn- 
ing that Blaine would beat Harrison. It has 
given perfunctory approval to the ticket, but 
itis not unready in expressing ite disappoint 
ment, which is shared by nearly all the nne- 
sota Republican politicians, 

It has caught Capt. Boutelle, Blaine’s stalwart 
supporter, just as he is about to leave for Washb- 
ington, and has secured from him some opin- 
jons concerning a report from the Kast that 
Blaine is to be sent to the Senate to succeed 
“Bub” Hale. Nearly everybody who knows 
anything about. Hale will be giad to hear that 
he is to be put out of the Senate and that bis 
piace is to be filled by a big man, but that is not 
the most interesting point. 

The Boutelle talk is about the treatment ac- 
corded to Blaine and his case during the con- 
vention by the /ribune of Minneapolis, which 
was for Harrison, and says: 

“It is my opinion that it is very bad policy for the 
editor of that paper or any one else who desires the 
success of the Harrison ticket in November to try 
and villify Mr. Blaine or the Blaine men by misrep- 
resenting the strength that they had in the conven- 
tion. I claim that this is poor policy, because it isa 
well-known fact that three-fourths of the voters in 
the Republican Party are Blaine men, and to con- 
tinue to try to cry down Mr. Blaine and the influence 
he wields will not benelit the ticket that the Re- 
publicans nominated. 

“T have noticed ever since I came to Minneapolis 
the 7ribune has, both editorially and in its news col- 
umns, been extremely unfair with any faction that 
was not outspoken and enthusiastic for the renomi- 
nation of the President. Now that the convention is 
over and the Harrison’people have been successful 
in nominating their candidate, it seems to me that it 
would be the best method for the Harrisonian press, 
that seems so anxious for the ticket to succeed, to 
stop its course of misrepresentation in regard to the 
Blaine strength.” 

After some analysis of the figures used in the 
Tribune, which is not an important or accurate 
analysis, Mr. Koutelle adds: 

“The Biaine men and Mr. Blaine, so far as I can 
learn, will give the ticket nominated by the Repub- 
lican Convention their support in this campaign, bat 
if this course of misrepresentation is kept up it may 
be that there are some men in the Republican Party 
who have some regard for Mr. Blaine who may feel 
disheartened, and not give the ticket the support that 
it would get if the faction that won in the last con- 
test will give the other side the credit due them in 
making & fair and manly fight.” 

This is not conducive to harmony, but itis 
too early to assume that Mr. Boutelle will not 
come around to be one of Harrison’s support 
ers. He is an old politician, and it will bens easy 
to get him to a state of enthusiasm for Harrison 
as for any other candidate. Bus he really does 
feel almost as bad as Warner Miller and Fus-

REDMOND REPLIES TO A NUMBER 
OF ADDRESSES. 


John E, Redmond, the Parnellite leader, who 
has come to this country on a mission of peace, 
had a busy time yesterday receiving the numer- 
ous delegations of Irish societies which called 
upon him at the Hoffman House. Last night 
in the main parlor of the hotel formal ad- 
dresses of welcome were extended to him 
from the Plasterers’ Laborers’ Union, the Coun- 
ty Roscommon Men, the Parnell Branch of the 
Trish National League, the Yorkville Branch of 
the Irish National League, the Kilkenny Con- 
federated Club, the Women of Ballybricken, the 
County Mayo Men, the Twentieth Ward Branch 
of the Irish National League, and the St. Ag- 
nes branch of the same organization. 

Mr. Redmond, in replying to the addresses, 
said that it was a great satisfaction to him, after 
passing through eighteen months of calumny in 


Ireland, to receive so hearty a welcome in 
America, where he believed he was understood. 
The people here, he said, had surely found out 
that he was capable of no double deal- 
ing, and that in all his actions he was 
sincere. He expressed particular pleasure in 
hearing from the laboring men through the 
Plasterers’ Union and he aaid he would give 
some of his ideas on the labor queation to-night 
xan the Central Labor Union presents its ad- 
ress. 

Referring to politics and Ireland, Mr. Red-

“ HUCKLEBERRY” TRACKS TORN UP. 
<> 
A RIVAL COMPANY WANTED TO BUILD 
A LINE TO WESTCHESTER. 


There was quite a flurry in West Farms and 
Westchester on Sunday when it was discov- 
ered that about two blocks of track which had 
been laid by the *‘ Huckleberry” Railroad Com- 
pany the day before had been torn up during 
the nicht. There is a certain amount of mys- 
tery about the whole affair which all concerned 


seem to encourage. 

For about two months the ‘*‘Huckleberry”’ 
Road, which is fitting its lines out with the 
trolley electric system, tried to get a franchise 
to extend its tracks to Westchester, and finally 
succeeded a short time ago in getting an act 
passed in itsfavor. Another line of street rail- 
road, called the Suburban Traction Company, 
wanted the same privilege, and obtained it from 
the Westchester Town Board on Friday. : 

it is said that the “influence” of persons 
largely interested in the traction company got 
it the desired permission. 

As soon as the “ Huckleberry” people found 
out what the rival concern had done they put 
down their rails, just across the Bronx Kiver 
bridge from West Farms. This was on Satur- 
day, and during that evening a number of 
Pinkerton men and laborers were noticed about 
the place. 

Some time during the night or the early hours 
of Sunday morning the whole U0 feet of track, 
which had‘evidently been very hurriedly put 
down, was torn up, and the Sabbath-day passers- 
by saw the wreckage piled on the banks of the 
Bronx. Itis not known who tore up the track. 

The “‘ Huckleberry ” Road has not tried to lay 
any more track there, but yesterday began 
working down on Boston Road. There has been 
no further trouble, but there are still several 
Pinkerton men hanging around the neighbor- 
hood. Itis said that the *‘ Huokleberry ” line 
had obtained the consent of the property 
owners along the new route. 

Each side is apparently waiting for the other 
to move.

PRINCETON ’92 PLANTS ITS IVY AND 
HAS ITS ‘‘CANNON” EXERCISES. 


PRINCETON, N. J,, June 13.—The celebration of 
Class Day by the class of 92 of Princeton University 
to-day established beyond question the precedencé 
of that day above every other in the commencement 
calendar. 

At 10:30 this morning the graduating class, in 
cap and gown, formed in line on the college 
campus and marched to the First Presbyteriag 
Church, where the opening exercises of the dag 
were held. Before the regular exercises Dr. Murray 
read a cablegram from President Patton sending 
Class Day greetings to the graduates, 

Peter Vredenburgh of Freehold, N. J., Princeton’s 
champion sprinter, was master of ceremonies. 

After the customary salutatory he introduced Jo. 
seph Mitchell Shellabarger of Kansas, who delivered 


the class oration. Jesse Lynch Williams of Illinois 
the class poet, recited a long poem. ZA 

At the close of these exercises the class proceeded 
to the steps of old Nassau Hall, where John Glover 
Wilson of Baltimore delivered the ivy oration, after 
which one of the stones was taken from the walis of 
this building, which was erected in 1756 and around 
which Revolutionary ammunition fell, and a new 
marble block upon which was inscribed “ Ivy, Class 
of ’¥2,”" was inserted in its place. 

The ivy, the gitt of ex-President McCosh, waa 
then planted, and as the class marched past it eac 
inember dropped @ penny at its roots as if to ad 
fertility to the soiland bid a prosperous growth te 
the delicate plant. 

2¥assau's walls are almost completely covered wit® 
the ivy planted by classes long since gone out from 
their Alma Mater. 

After the planting of the ivy, the University Glee 
Club gave an open air concert upon the campus 
under the grand old elms. 

At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon about 2,000 people 
assembled in the large amphitheatre which had been 
constructed around the historic cannon for the occa 
sion. Here the most interesting exercises of the 
day were held, knownas the ‘“ Cannon Exercises.” 
After the class had marched to every building, cheer, 
ing the familiar places of work and pleasure and 
singing songs, they entered the amphitheatre and 
took their places about the cannon in the arena. 

The first exercise was the reading of the class his. 
tory by John Mills Mayhew of Nebraska, who recit. 
ed to his classmates, in the presence of their friends, 
gieanings from their private history while in college, 
a mistakes and indiscretions. 

Jharles Wood Somerby of Pennsylvania delivered 
the presentation oration, in which he summoned be- 
fore him several of his classmates and presented 
them with some ridiculous embiems of the leading 
characteristics of their college life. 

‘The class proses, whose duty it was to forecast 
the future of his fellow-students, was Leon Martin 
Conwell of Pennsylvania. The censor was Charles 
Philip Spooner of Wisconsin. After the address by 
the class President, John Benem Kouwenhoven of 
New-York, long oer pipes and tobacco were passed 
to each member of the class, and now, if never before, 
the graduates smoked their pipe of peace and friend. 
ship. During this performance the class secretary, 
William Kelly Prentice of New-York, called the roll 
of the class, naming each man by the nickname given 
to him during his coliege course. The exercises 
closed with the singing of the class ode, which was 
written by R. D. Small and the music of which wus 
ee by J. M. Mayhew, both of the graduating 
class.

CHICAGO, June 13.—Provisions opened off, in sym. 
pathy with the leading grain markets, but at the de- 
cline there Was a movement to cover by prominent 
shorts, and &@ Inaterial advance was scored, ribs lead- 
ing in strength. A let-up in the movement of hogs 
in the West was predicted. Wright lea the buying 
of ribs, taking a large quantity in the pit and on 
call.. Generally speaking, the scalpers were buyers 
and the commission houses sellers ot products. Ke- 
ceipts of hogs were about as expected, and the mar- 
ket at the yards was called steady. July pork opened 
at $10.20 and closed at $10.52. Cash pork was 
quoted at July prices. July lard opened at $6.52, 
sold up to $6.40, and closed at the outside, cash be- 
ing the saine as July. Jnily ribs opened at $6.35, 
sold up to $6.574s, and closed at $6.55, cash being the 
same as July. 

Wheat opened almost panicky. The crowd had 
not recovered from the etfects of the Government 
report, and with a tine weather map and weak cabies 
there seemed to be no hope for hokiers of wheat. 
Commission houses were loaded with stop orders, 
and in oy instances found it necossary to lure 
brokers to help them seli out the property. ihe 
opening prices proved to be the low ones of the day, 
tor private cables indicated fair buying on the other 
side, with an inclination on the part of the trade to 
discredit the Government figures. Some of 
the private advices from the West were 
to the effect that there was great fear 
of damage to the wheat crop by tho scorch. 
ing heat. New-York sent news of a large ex. 
port business, and the local export trade was large 
enough to attract attention and cause comment. 
July opened at 78c, sold between 77%sc and 80'4c, 
and closed at 800. St. Louis was in the market early 
as a liberal buyer through Logan. Gifford, Schwartz, 
Dupee & McCormick, Linn, and other infiuential 
traders were also on the buying side. Seaverns 
was somewhat conspicuous as a =~seller. Re.

FLEET SLOOPS AND CATBOATS. 


THE PAVONIA YACHT CLUB GIVES ITS 
MOST SUCCESSFUL REGATTA. 


A lively sailing breeze from the southwest favored 
the thirty-one fleet sloops and catboats that started 
yesterday morning inthe twenty-third annual re- 
gatta of the Pavonia Yacht Club. The regatta was 
in every way the best that the club has ever given, 
there being @ gooi racein nearly every one of the 
nine classes. A large crowd witnessed the races 
from the steamboat Cygnus, which took the judges 
over the course. 

There were three courses. The cabin sloops and 
cutters over 27 feet sailed twenty-five miles as

Cabin sloops and cutters under 27 
feet and cabin catboats took their course from the 
same starting point to and around the red bell buoy 
on the northwest edge of the Romer Shoals, leaving 
it on the port hand, and returning over the same 


course. Distance twenty nautical miles. The other 
classes sailed fifteen nautical miles from the same 
starting point to and around Buoy No. 9, situated to 
the eastward of Swinvurne Island, leaving it on the 
port hand, and returning to starting point. 

The regatta was open to boats of the New- Rochelle 
Yacht Club, the arine and Field Club, and the 
clubs of the ‘New-York Yacht Racwg Association. 
Of the thirty-one that started ali finished in good 
time. The first boat crossed the line at the start at 
11:55:02. The rest followed in quick order. All had 
to beat down to the outer marks, but they had a stiff, 
free wind back that carried away the topmasts of 
the Carrie Van Voorhis and of the Millie.

The Brooklyn Eagle makes an exposure 
of the petty abuses that prevail in the 
Raymond Street Jail, from which Sheriff 
CourTNEY has been deriving a very fat in- 
come at the expense of Kings County. It 
is not exactly a variation upon the old 
story of abuses in Ludlow Street Jail; only 
things are done in a smaller way over in 
Brooklyn. Sheriff Courtnxry is allowed 
.28 centsaday by the county for feeding 
his prisoners, and the Kagle undertakes to 
show that he does it at a cost of about 8 
cents a day to himself, but he adds largely 
to his profits by not feeding them to the 
extent that he is paid for doing. Many 
persons are committed for one or two days. 
It is said that some of the one-day 
prisoners do not get into the jail at 
all, and others get in after dinner, 
and all are discharged before night of the 
day of their commitment. At most they 
get only one meal from the Sheriff, though 
he is paid fora full day’s board. The two- 
day prisoners are discharged on the day. 
following their commitment, and the Sheriff 
gets paid for feeding them two full days. 
gots $2.40 each for 





keeps them at the county’s expense until 
there are a number to go and then sends 
them at an average cost of 18 cents each, 
while the girls whom he is paid $2.40 each 
for sending to the House of Good Shepherd 
he does not send at all, that institution 
conveying them at its own expense.

The Senate Committee on Commerce, act- 
ing on the recommendation of Major GiL- 
LESPIE of the Engineer Corps, has agreed 
to report adversely the bill to authorize 
bridges over the Harlem River without 
draws and to limit the opening of the draws 
of the present low bridges to 4 o’clock P. 
M. during the construction of the new 
bridges. ‘The plan provided for by the 
Legislature was intended to get rid of the 
nuisance of breaking the connection across 
the Harlem River by railroadand otherwise 
by having the bridges twenty-four fees 
above the water with fixed spans. Itis 
unfortunate for the city that the Harlem is 
a navigable stream under the jurisdiction 
of the United States, for it is of little value 
as such, while it cuts the city in two and 
constitutes a serious barrier between the 
two sections on account of the frequent 
opening of drawsin the bridges. If it could 
be filled up or reduced to a mere canal, 
the growth of the city would be greatly 
facilitated and the value of the property on 
the otherside of the stream would be vastly 
enhanced, The raising of the bridges and 
the abolition of the draws would be a great 
advantage and would not interfere with 
any valuable commerce at present or in the 


future.

It is well known that necessary funeral 
expenses have been maintained at a very 
high level during the last few years by the 
action of combinations resembling Trusts. 
The most powerful of these combinations 
are found among the manufacturers of 
undertakers’ supplies, and their influence 
is exerted through other combinations 
among the undertakers themselves. Such 
@ combination of undertakers. exists in 
Kansas, having been formed by the influ- 
ence ef the Western manufacturers of sup- 
plies. The purpose of the combination is 
to limit the number of undertakers by 


facturers or wholesale dealers bind them- 
selyes not to sell to any undertaker 
who has not been admitted to the combi- 
nation of undertakers and has not agreed 
to the combination’s price list. A com- 
plaining undertaker who could not buy 
supplies has recently recovered damages in 
$5,000 from this Coffin Trust in Kansas, 
and now it is announced that the local rep- 
resentative of the National Department of 
Justice will proceed against the Trust un- 
der the Sherman act. Consequently, we 
presume the Trust will rejoice and take 
courage, for the representatives of the 
Department of Justice, so far as they have 
been tested, do not appear to be equal to 
the task of drawing an indictment under 
the Sherman act for which the courts can 
have any respect,

MR HARRISON AND THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT. » 


Now that President Harrison has fairly 
got rid of Mr. BLAINE he may findin the 
study of the record of his relatiohs with that 
gentleman, not only admonition and re- 
proof, but some instruction. Certainly his 
experience fpom the time that he emerged 
from the respectable obscurity of the In- 
diana Senatorship into the relative con- 
spicuousness of a candidate for the Presi- 
dential nomination, on through the canvass 
in which he was a candidate, and the term 
for which Mr. Hir1t elected him President, 
has, so faras concerns Mr. BLAINE, been far 
from agreeable. He has had to encounter 
much unpleasant comparison with the 
Great American; he has had to sub- 
mit to much patronizing from that 
distinguished person and his friends; 
he has had to contend in a petty and 
annoying competition for the honors of 
the conduct of the State Department, 
which even yet no one knows exactly how 
to apportion, and which arein themselves 
a little doubtful; he has, at the last mo- 
ment, been forced into a struggle with Mr. 
BLAINE’s supporters that has, indeed, end- 
ed in victory for the time, but of which he 
cannot be sure that it has not sown the 
seed of disaster atthe polls. All of this is 
far from gratifying to a statesman of Mr. 
Harrison’s mold, who, if he likes to be 
just to others, has a craving for full recog- 
nition of his own claims, and does not en- 
joy being forced, as he has been forced, to 
beat the big drum in his own behalf. And 
to this must be added the bitter reflection 
that if the ex-Secretary of State had had 
the sense to remain in the Cabinet, even 
the failure of the movement for his renom- 
ination—if it had failed—would have left 
him, in the opinion of a great number, 
probably the greater number, of his fellow- 
Republicans, still the Greatest American of 
the day. 

The first reflection that must come to 
Mr. HARRISON in reviewing these well- 
known facts is that for all that is annoy- 
ing and humiliating for him in them he is 
-himself chiefly responsible. We do not sup- 
pose that he can be blamed for allowing 
Mr. BLAINE in 1888 to assume the leader- 
ship in the popular canvass as much as he 
did in 1884, if not more, because that was 
apparently the only way in which Mr. 
HARRISON could secure a chance of elec- 
tion. But when the election was over, 
when the bargain rather brutally ex- 
piained by the chief Republican organ 
of New-York had resulted in getting a 
Presidency for a Governorship, when it was 
clear to Mr. HARRISON at least that he had 
nothing more to gain from yielding 
to the demands of Mr. BLaINE, he 

made him Secretary of State. Possi- 
bly he had promised to do so, but 
this only puts his folly a littlefurther back 
in time. It was folly whenever it was re- 
solved upon. No one knew better than Mr. 
HARRISON that Mr. BLAINE was notorious- 
ly unfit, from any conceivable point of 
view, for the office, because his unfitness 
had been proved. He had been tried, and 
the records of the State Department were 
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moral incapacity. He had exposed the 
country to great risks from motives that 
can neithér be denied nor pardoned. He had 
committed the Government to gross injus- 
tice. He had essayed the réle of dictator 
only to gather a return of humiliation and 
open contempt, such as no Secretary of 
State since JEFFERSON’s time had borne. 
He had seen hisinstructions to foreign Min- 
isters repudiated and his own authority 
withdrawn under circumstances and in a 
fashion that no self-assurance less abnor- 
mal than his own could have survived. 
With suche record Mr. Harrison should 
not have taken him again into the State 
Department, 

We have said that reflection on these 
facts might yield instruction to the Presi- 
dent. ‘here is, of course, no danger that 
he will be tempted to recali Mr. BLAINE, 
But the office vacated by that gentleman 
in order to promote the defeat of Mr. Har- 
RISON at Minneapolis is to be filled, and P 
promptly, since Mr. WHaRTON can act only 
until the Fourth of July. It is not, in all 
respects, a desirable appointment to taka 
Though whoever gets it will have a reason- 
able right to expect to keep it if Mr. Har- 
RISON be re-elected—tho “if” is big enough 
to cast a shadow on the prospect. This 
fact is likely to force Mr. Harrison to 
offer it to some man who is, so to speak, in 
the office-seeking line, and who is ready to 
accept even an artiole of doubtful value. 
But that is precisely what the President 
ought not to do, at least until he has 
tried to get a really worthy man and has 
failed. The wisest thing for him, as it is 
the best thing for the country, is to call to 
the place a thoroughly-equipped and repu- 
table man. If none such will accept it, he 
can fall back upon the ordinary run of 
place-takers, such as his friends say that 
he hasin view. He is reported to wisha 
New-England man, and that, to a certain 
extent, is desirable, if he be the right kind 
of man; but none of those yet mentioned 
will strengthen the Administration par- 
ticularly. It is not impossible that the 
Cabinet will have to be largely reorgan- 
ized during the Summer. If so, it will add 
to Mr. Harrison’s opportunity as well as 
to his responsibility. 

—_—_—_—_—_— 
DEMOCRATIC STRENGTH. 

We have no desire to underestimate the 
strength of the ticket put in nomination 
by the Republicans, but we are of the opin- 
ion that, with a proper policy by the Dem- 
ocrats, it can be beaten. We believe that 
on that condition it is well for the country 
that it should be beaten, because it repre- 
sents ideas, tendencies, and purposes that 
are essentially reactionary, and that, if 
the ticket be successful, cannot fail to 
check the progress of the country. But it 
lies with the Democrats to decide whether 
the alternative presented to the country 
shall be better or worse than Republican 
success. Beyond a doubt, the Democrats 
are capable of presenting a choice that will 
be far better, They can do so by naming a 
candidate who embodies ideas, tendencies, 
and purposes the opposite of those of the 
Republicans. 

The essential difference between the in- 
telligent and honest men of the two par- 
ties is on the question of Federal taxation. 
The Republicans, with a rather vague the- 
ory of protection to American labor, which 
finds pretty fair expression in their plat- 
form, are in reality committed to a prac- 
tical und actual system of taxation that is 
as bad for the country as anything well can 
be. That system involves heavy taxes on 
raw material, such as wool and the metals, 
and on the necessaries of daily life and 
labor. By this system the manufactures 
of the country which are entirely capable 
of competing with the world in foreign 
markets on fair and equal terms are shut 
out from those markets, first, by the need- 
less addition to the cost of manufacture in 
materials, and, second, by the needless 
hindrance to trade; to the buying with- 
out which there can be no _ selling. 
By this system, also, the cost of living 
is advanced, the demand for labor is 
diminished, and the working classes are 
doubly cheated, getting less wages for 
their labor and less of what they need or 
wish for their wages. The Democratic 
Party, on the other hand, is pledged to a 
gradual and progressive abolition of the 
evils of this policy, to a steady stimulation: 
of American industry and trade by the re- 
moval of artificial hindrances to the prog- 
ress of both, and toa system that will in- 
crease the demand for labor, the wages of 
labor, and the purchasing power of those 
wages. Mr. HARRISON believes in and fairly 
represents the Republican policy. The 
Democrats, if the issue is to be fairly put, 
must name a candidate who fairly repre- 
sents the contrary policy. They have only 
one candidate who does that, and at the 
same time is strong in his known and 
proved excellence of equipment and char- 
acter. That candidate is Mr. CLEVELAND. 

Itisidle to deny that the Democracy as 
a party, judged by its most recent record, 
is not so strong as it was two years ago 
or as it ought to be. The fooling with 
the project of free coinage, the lack 
of unity, firmness, and intelligence in 
dealing with the reform of the tariff, the 
wild extravagance of the Riverand Harbor 
bill, and the cowardice, or worse, shown in 
the investigation of the known misdoings 
of the present Administration, have un- 
questionably shaken the contidence of the 
country in the partyin the Nation, while 
the bad behavior of the party representa- 
tives in New-York State, where the party 
won the most signal victory since 1882, 
and, on its merits, the most signal since 
the war, has gravely increased the 
misgivings awakened by the course of 
affairs at Washington. Now, it is per- 
fectly plain that the candidate who 
represents the principles of the party as to 
the tariff is also the one who can be trusted 
to guide it most wisely away fro its 
errors in other regards, and to reawaken 
the confidence that has been impaired. Mr. 
CLEVELAND is not only a sincere, con- 
vinced, and enlightened. tariff reformer, 
but he is known to be sound on finance, 
and he is firm as rock against the ,tenden- 
cies which at Washington and Albany 
have caused distrust. In all that consti- 
tates genuine Democracy he is established. 
To all that, in the name of Democracy, has 
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factional ends, he is unalterably opposed. 
He represents the complete Democratic 
strength; he is as free as any candidate 
can be from what now constitutes Demo- 
ératio weakness. And, what is of infinite 
importance to the party and to the country 
at the present time, he is accepted as their 
representative by the great mass of ths 
“Democratic Party in every part of the 
Union, while he is the only man who can 
comyoand the votes of the large body of 
cititens who are not Democratic partisans, 
but who would gladly see the legitimate 
principles of Democracy applied to the 
Government. With him the Democrats 
will deserve to win, and we believe will

WHAT IS THE MATTiR WITH 
FIRE INSURANCE? 

The leading journal of the insurance 
business, the Spectator of this city, pre- 
sents in its last issue a table showing that 
for the ten years ending with Jan. 1, 1892, 
only twenty-two of the fifty-one fire in- 
surance companies doing business in this 
State made any profit at all, while twenty- 
nine incurred an actual loss on the opera- 
tions of the decade. Of the fifty-one com- 
panies, twelve are New-York companies, 
eight of them in this city, and of these 
twelve only three are set down as gaining 
any profit from the ten years’ business, Of 
the companies of other States doing busi- 
ness in New-York there are twenty-one, 
and fifteen of these show a profit, Of 
foreign companies there are eighteen, of 
which only four show a profit. Taking 
the aggregate of all the companies together, 
thereisa bare eight-hundredths of 1 per 
cent. on the amount of premiums to be set 
down as profit upon the whole business. 

There seems to be something a little 
peculiar in the fact that so large a propor- 
tion of the profit-making companies are 
located in other States than New-York, 
and possibly there may be something in 
the different methods of doing business to 
explain the anomalous situation in fire in- 
surance. The largest profit credited to any 
one company is 11.09 per cent. upon the 
amount of premiums, earned by the tna 
of Hartford, Conn. There are four other 
Hartford companies in the table, all but 
one of which show a profit. The largest 
ratio of loss is that of the Lancashire 
Company of Manchester, England, which 
is 9.5 per cent., and the next largest, 8.24 
per cent,, is that of the America of Phila- 
delphia. The Spectator makes the state- 
ment that the companies which pay 
dividends regularly derive them from 
investments, “which would return more 
money to the stockholders if they were 
not subject to the fire hazard, and under 
present conditions are liable at any mo- 
ment to be wiped out by beavy losses.” 

There must be something the matter with 
a@ business which shows such results as these 
for a period of ten years. No business can 
be long conducted on the principles, of 
philanthropy for the benefit of the owners 
of property, incurring a net loss year after 
year. The Spectator does not directly point 
out the cause of the existing state of things, 
but it repeats a former suggestion that 
when the hazards connected with different 
classes of risks are accurately ascertained, 
rates can be made which will cover the 
losses and yield some return for undertak- 
ing the risk, and adds that ‘until ade- 
quate rates are charged and proper 
inspection and protection strictly required 
the business cannot be made profitable.” 
In its table the total expenditures, not in- 
cluding dividends, are divided between 
“losses paid” and “ expenses,” and it is ob- 
servable that these items vary consider- 
ably in proportion to the amount of busi- 
ness done, which is indicated only by 
“premiums received.” As a rule, though 
not invariably, the ratio of “expenses” is 
greater in those companies which show 
losses in their business than in those which 
show gains. Generally something more 
than one-third of the total expenditures is 
set down to “expenses.” In some cases it 


is considerably more than one-third, and 


in afew it is somewhat less. 

Whether there is anything in the ex- 
pense incurred in the conduct of the busi- 
ness to explain the lack of profits is some- 
thing which only experts in the business 
can tell, and it is for them to determine 
what the causes of the present discouraging 
condition of fire insurance are and to de- 
vise aremedy. Itis certainly strange if a 
business so generally regarded as neces- 
sary to financial safety, and supposed to be 
based upon some sort of scientific prin- 
ciple, cannot be so regulated as to be 
profitable. There is surely some radical 
fault in the methods of its conduct, and 
there ought to be sufficient knowledge and 
judgment derived from experience to apply 
a remedy. 


MINING FRAUDS IN NEVADA. 


In the course of some remarks about the 
recent decision of the Superior Court of 
California in the case of M. W. Fox 
against the Nevada Mill and Mining Com- 
pany and the Directors of the Hale & Nor- 
cross Silver Mining Company, we pub- 
lished a few days ago the Angineering and 
Mining Journal’s list of the owners or 
stockholders of the Nevada Mill and Min- 
ing Company. Owingtothe high charac- 
ter of that journal, we did not question the 
accuracy of the list, which showed that 
one-fifth of the stock was owned by United 
States Senator Joun P. Jones, ‘and that 
an equal share was owned by ALVINZA 
HAYWARD and by W. 8. HoBart. 

“We have since procured an official copy 
of the court’s decision, and we find that it 
sets forth a list in all respects identical 
with that of the Engineering and Mining 
Journal. Judge HEBBARD said: 

“It is proven beyond dispute by the evidence, 
as one of the acts of combination and conspir- 
acy charged, that defendant H. M. Levy [Pres- 
ident of the Hale & Norcross Silver Mining 
Company] agreed to take, and did take, from 
the hands of the defendant stockholders in the 
Nevada Mill and Mining Company a bribe in the 
sum of $29,641.20 as his share of the spoils of 
the conspiracy. The accounts of defondants 
HAYWARD and HOBART with the defendant the 
Nevada Mill and Mining Company show that 
one-eighth of the profits of crushing ores of the 
Hale & Norcross Mine at the Mexican and 
Nevada Mills was paid to Levy at stated inter- 
vals during the years mentioned. 

“ The evidence shows thet in the year 1886 
the defendant, the Nevada Mill and Mining 
Company, was incorporated in the State of 
Nevada, and shortly after 





or Ohollar Mill at Virginia City, about one- 


half a mile from the Hale & Noroross 
Mine. The stook of that corporation was and is 
owned as follows: ALVIXZA HarwakD, one- 


fifth; W. 6. Hopart, one-fifth; J. P. Jonxs, ono- ' 


fifth; A. C. HamInron, one-eighth; Evan WILL- 
TAMS, One-gighth; SAMUEL JONES, one-eighth, 
making a total of thirty-nine-fortieths of the 
atook. The remaining dne-fortieth is supposed 
to be owned by the persons who act as Directors 
of that corporation in the State of Nevada” 


There can be no doubt, therefore, as to 
the interest of the persons named in the 
corporation known as the Nevada Mill and 
Mining Company. ' 

The decision is to the effect that the 
Directors of the Hale & Norcross Silver 
Mining Company were elected by the 
proxy system ‘at the instance of the 
stockholders of the Nevada Mill and Min- 
ing Company”; that these stockholders 
of the Nevada Mill and Mining Company 
“‘were the Board of Directors of the Hale 


| & Noroross Mining Company as completely 


and effectually as though their names had 
been enrolled upon the books of the 
company as the sole Directors there- 
of”; that the Nevada Mill and Min- 
ing Company, ALVINZA HAYWARD, 
W. §8. HoxBart, and H. M. Levy, 
“were members of the conspiracy during 
all of the times covered by the complaint 
and that they are and each of them is lia- 
ble in the full amount of $1,011,835,” the 
sum, as found by the court, of which the 
stockholders of the Hale & Norcross Silver 
Mining Company have been deprived by 
the conspiracy of the milling company and 
the unfaithful Directors whom the milling 
company controlled and to one of whom, 
President Lrvy, it paid a considerable 
bribe as “his share of the spoils.” The 
judgment of the court is» that if the Hale 
& Norcross stockholders had not been 
fraudulently deprived of the product of 
their ores by this conspiracy, they would 
have enjoyed a profit of $1,011,835 instead 
of suffering a loss of $112,000. 

“We trust that the work of exposure 
will go on,” says the San Francisco £z- 
aminer. ‘“‘ Nothing so beneficial to the 
languishing mining industry in Nevada 
could happen—not even the free coinage of 
silver.” It seems to us that Senator JONES 
might well discontinue for a time his labors 
in behalf of the free coinage of silver and 
use his energies in a reform campaign on 
the Comstock, with special reference to 
the methods of the Nevada Mill and Min- 
ing Company, as revealed by the evidence 
and the decision in this important and very 
interesting case.

The Pension bill was reported yesterday 
by the Senate Committee on Appropriations 
with an addition of nearly $12,000,000 
above what the House had allowed for it, 
making a total of $146,737,350. As this is 
still $327,200 below the estimates, the bill 
is likely enough to pass the Senate in its 
amended form, and to be made the subject 
of conference, But the main practical 
point for the country is that, whatever the 
compromise agreed on as the appropriation, 
$147,000,000 or thereabout will probably 
be the actual expenditure. Only the other 
day, Congress passed an urgent deficiency 
bill carrying $7,642,332 for pensions dur- 
ing the fiscal year which ends with the 
present month. That makes the total for 
this year $140,847,417 for pensions proper, 
outside of the bureau expenses. Now, it is 
safe to expect that with the enormous ad- 
ditions to the pension rolls during the pres- 
ent fiscal year, amounting to more than 
200,000-names, the demands have increased 
rather than diminished. The time to avoid 
vast pension expendituresis when new and 
very costly legislation is proposed. After 
such legislation is enacted, it is useless to 
juggle with figures in order to reduce 
needed appropriations. Everything that 
is lacking must be made up by a deficiency 
appropriation. There is no escape from 
the conclusion that our future pension 
liabilities are to be in the neighborhood of 
$150,000, 000 a year.

ELEVEN YEARS IN THE COURTS 


—_—~a———_. 
THE OLD CASE OF WILLIAMSON V5. 
GRADY FINALLY ENDED. 


Harold 8wain, a young lawyer not afraid of 
traditions and dry bones, took hold of the old 
reference case of Williamson ys. the Estate of 
John D. Grady several months ago, and the 
case, which had lasted for eleven years and had 
outlived the plaintiff and many witnesses, was 
decided last week for the present plaintiff, who 
isthe widow of the original plaintiff, Jonn ©. 
Williamson, son of the former proprietor of the 
New- York Dispatch. 

In 1878 or 1879 John C. Williamson become 
embroiled in a family quarrel! with his brothers, 
and was also in financial difficulties. He was 
an intimate friend of John D. Grady, well 
known in town as a diamond merchant and 
notorious throughout the country as a “* fence” 
of high degree, who was said to have planned 
the Manhattan Bank Robbery. Williamson 
made over all his property, consisting 
of real estate,, stock in the Dispatch, and 
a lot of old-fashioned diamond jowelry, 


to Grady and got what money he needed, and 
at the same time put his property out of the 
reach of his creditors. He took from Grady a 
paper which stated that, in consideration of 
certain property deposited with Grady as se- 
curity, he (Williamson) had received certain 
sums of money, upon payment of which at any 
time Williamson was to get his property back. 

In 1880 Grady died under suspicious circum- 
stances. He was reputed to be worth from 
$50,000 to $225,000, but the estate showed 
very little property. Nobody knows to this day 
where all the property went to. The Public 
Administrator, then Algernon 8, Sullivan, took 
charge of his eftects. 

Williamson applied for his property, the 
jewelry, showing the agreement. Mr. Sullivan 
said he had no means of knowing how much 
Williamson owed the estate of Grady, William- 
son said he owed $350, having already pie the 
balance, amount not named. But Mr. Sullivan 
said there was no legal proof of anything, re- 
fused to give up the jewelry, and Williamson 
sued, through W. H. Townley, his counsel. The 
sult was brought in 1881 and the matter was re- 
ferred to Edward Patterson. 

The case dragged on for years. James M. 
Lyddy had been retained as counsel by Ann 
Tuohey, who turned up, claiming to be a sister 
of Grady, and Lyddy and Ann Tuohey were 
appointed administrators.

MR. OF BLUFF 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE WITH HIA 
LEADING HENCHMEN. 


TO THE SMALLER FRY THE SENATOR 
DECLARES HE IS “ALL RIGHT’— 
DISCUSSING THE PLAN OF ACTION 
OF HILL MEN AT CHICAGO. 


At 7 o’clock yesterday morning Senator David 
B. Hill, accompanied by Gen. Farnsworth, 
walked into the Hoffman House by the side 
door and hurried to his room. He came over 
from Washington to hold an early morning con- 
ference, and incidentally to follow it up with a 
many more conferences as there were personi 
to confer with. 

At 8 o’clock Edward Murphy, Jr., and Lieut 
Gov. William F. Sheehan, who had come down 
from Troy on the night train, appeared at the 
hotel and went to Hill’s room and the confer- 
ence began. 

Ithad to do with the course of action to be 
adopted at Chicago after Hill’s agreement ta 
withdraw has been put into effect by the mex 
who control the machine in this State, and with 
# discussion of the best means whereby a com: 
bination of just more than one-third of the dele« 
gates in the convention could be brought about 
to prevent the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. 

Their talk is also said to have had to do with 
the work which the delegates are assigned to da 
prior to the convention, and for which they are 
going to startsoearly. This was the kind of 
business talked of in the main conference. 

As to Mr. Hill’s talk with the lesser poltti- 
cians, it was all bluff and braggadocio. There is 
a striking similarity between Hill's tactios of to- 
day and Platt’s at Minneapolis. Platt kept uy 
his bluff about Blaine long after he knew that 
Blaine could not be nominated. Hill keeps up 
his bluff now to encourage such as are idiotic 
enough to believe him. 

“Tm allrightif you will only stand by me,” 
was the Senator’s favorite slogan yesterday. 

Asa so-called Presidential candidate there 
Was no other course left open to Hill. His bluff 


is an essential part of his present plan. 
With this in view he claimed that 
eighteen out of Indiana’a thirty dele- 
gates were going to work for him, and 
it is also said he claimed that a number of dele- 
gates in other States, who were elected by their 
constituents to vote for Mr. Cleveland, were go- 
ing to vote for the Senator. 

Mr. Hill regaled his visitors with such tales as 
this, and smiled in his sleeve as he sent them 
away, after explaining to them that he had laid 
downa great plan of work to be carried on in 
Chicago. 

The Senator indulged in this sort of weak 
bluffing when the occasion demanded, and then 
reatiessly returned to the real business of his 
visit here, which wasto give final instructions 
to Messrs. Croker, Murphy, Sheehan, and Me- 
Laughlin—so faras he could instruct any of 
these men—before their departure for Chicago. 

Mr. Croker called during the morning and 
had a talk with the plotter, and Mr. McLaughlin 
spent some time with him during the afternoon. 

The real conferences of the day were finished 
during the afternoon, and Mr. Murphy started 
for home last night. Mr. Hill said he would go 
back to Washington to-day. 

Lieut. Gov. Sheehan will stay here until to- 
morrow, when he will leave for Chicago on the 
New-York Central limited at 10 o’clock, with 
Richard Croker, Kdward MurphypJr., and Cor: 
poration Counsel Clark, Mr. Murphy will prob- 
ably join the party at Troy. 

The New-York City delegates will leave on 
the Pennsylvania Road to-morrow afternoon at 
2 o’clook. 

Senator Hill spent a good part of last evening 
with William CO. De Witt of Brookiyn, one of the 
Kings County Qelegates. Mr. De Witt is the 
man who tilayed Roswell P. Flower in 
his speech at the Saratoga Convention 
of 1891. His visit to Mr. Hill last nights 
gaverise to the rumor that he had been se- 
lected to make one of the Hill nominating 
speeches, and that Hill was going over the 
speech with him. 

While Mr. Hill was engaged with Mr. De Witt 
some of his shouters were going about the hotel 
corridors imparting the information that Hill 
was busy with representatives from other 
States, his was part of the desperate game of 
bluff the Senator is playing. 

A story was current around the hotel that 
Hill wanted very much to go out to Chicago, 
but the machine leaders in this State were 
earnestly opposed to this course. Atall events, 
some of his friends vigorously denied that Mr. 
Hill was going out. 

Another theory was that Mr. Hill would be 
near enough to Chicago to reach there on a few 
hours’ notice after it was demonstrated that hae 
should withdraw. The theory held that he would 
then hurry to Chicago, be substituted for some 
New-York delegate, and go into the convention 
and make the nomipating speech for the man 
he proposes to turn the votes of New-York 
over to. 

Such distinguished political dignitaries as Ed- 

ar L. Kidgway, Col. ** Long Jim” Jones, and 

ohn F. Gaynor were among Mr. Hill’s callers 
yesterday. Charles A. Earle, who has been the 
go-between in so many of Hill’s jobs and who is 
one of the Senate Clerks, was on duty in the 
lobby all day at Hill’s convenient beck and call. 

The Comme reiai Advertiser prints a table of 
the estimated strength of the candidates before 
the convention, “ purporting’ to come from 
Hill sources. It gives Cleveland 453, Hill 336, 
Palmer 48, Carlisle 35, and Boies 26. 

The Advertiser has recently been engaged in 
booming Blaine and printing tables to show 
that he was going to be nominated.

GEORGIA IS FOR CLEVELAND. 





AND THE REASONS SET FORTH BY MR. 
B. M. BLACKBURN OF ATLANTA. 


Mr. B. M. Blackburn of Atlanta, late Chair 
man of the State Central Committee of the 
Cieveland organization in Georgia, who has 
been visiting the city for several days, said yes- 
terday: 

“ I have just received good news from Georgia, 
and the probability now is that Mr. Cleveland, 
who is clearly the choice of the Democrats of my 
State, but who failed to carry the full delegation 
in the late convention on account of established 
party usage, will not have a single vote against 
him at Chicago. You see, we didn’t count sure- 
ly on more than seventeen delegates out of the 
twenty-six selected, but the renomination of Mr. 
Harrison at Minneapolis and the strength of 
the Cleveland support throughout the country, 
which has been steadily growing, has caused 
the most vigorous opponents of Mr. Cleveland 
to look the conditions squarely in the face and 
yield tothe popular demand. They recognize 
that it will not do for them to be parties to a 
fatal wrangle like that made between the Blaine 
and Harrison forces at Minneapolis, and in view 
of the irreparable split occasioned by the war- 
ring factions in the Repubiican Party they will 
pureue a course of conciliation rather than play 
the role of obstructionists. 

“A ciroumstance that strongly corroborates 
my information is seen inthe position of the 
Atlanta Constilution in urging the Democrats 
to get together and practically conceding the 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland by announcing 
that the Minneapolis Convention has made it 
necessary to fight over the old issues of tariff 
reform and the Force bill. The Constitution has 


been the leading anti-Cleveland paper in the 
South, and its position for this reason is all the 
more significant. No dozen papers that can be 
named 5 Georgia could have secured any con- 
siderable following in afight on the ex-Presi- 
dent, which was, after all, more of an ‘ anti- 
available’ opposition than any objection to Mr. 
Cleveland personally. 

“IT consider it a mistake, however, to contend 
that the action of the Republican Convention 
makes it necessary for the Force bill to be an 
issue in this campaign. That issue is dead and 
the party that tried to inject life into it at 
Minneapolis will be buried with it next Novem- 
ber. The spirit of sectionalism which gave 
birth to such infamous legislation was killed by 
Mr. Cleveland in giving to the country the issue 
of tariff reform, a measure that caused even 
‘bloody shirt’ orators to discard the policy of 
keeping alive war prejudices and turn to the 
discussion of material measures of business in- 
terests. For this our people esteem him, and on 
account of his manly courage in giving his party 
e living issue at a critical peste Mr. Cleveland 
deserves the respect of the American people. 
This country wants no more sectionalism in na- 
tional politics, and the ‘Southern outrage’ 
mill will have to be laid up for repairs. 

“But Mr. Harrison's narrow position on the 
Force bill, andthe cowardly action of the Min- 
neapolis Convention in givinga covert indorse- 
ment to it will hold the South in a solid column, 
and her Electoral votes may be counted upon as 
usual. Then thereis a manly sentiment among 
many Republicans that is against such unfair 
treatment of a section where the spirit of true 
Americanism exists to a greater degree than in 
any other part of the Union, and these will 
register their opposition to a candidate and a 
platrorm committed to such narrowness. 

“In order to dignify the Force bill into an 
issue its outrageous unfairness will have to be 
dweit on in opposing debate. We simply will 
not discuss it, leaving the Republican extrem- 
ists to pound the air. The main issue must not 
be lost sight of. This is what they want, and 
the ‘Southern outrage’ resolution is nothing 
more than a specious attempt to turn the minds 
of the people into a different channel. They 
have shown they are afraid of the issue by 
hedging on protection. And right here, did it 
ever occur to you that they indorsed reciprocity 
with the hope of paliating their policy of tartif 
robbery, and were 80 ungracious as to stamp 
upon the man who gave to protection its only 
redeming feature? They appropriated Mr. 
Blaine’s work without so much 4s thanking 
him*for what he had done. This, however, is 
but another instance of that party’s inconsis- 
tency and lack of fidelity. ;

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CLEVELAND HAS THE LEAD 


PREDIC- 
NAME. 


NINE-TENTHS OF THE 
TIONS INCLUDE HIS 


METHODS OF THE SVALL OPPOSITION— 
SENATOR PALMER’S VIEW OF THE 
SITUATION—SOON TO LEAVE WASH-~ 
INGTON FOR CHICAGO. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Pngdictions and 
guesses as to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion now have the prominence in discussion 
which explanations and echoes of the Repub- 
lican gathering had two days ago. The out- 
come at Chicago is the chief topic of discussion. 

In all the talk, nine-tenths of the predictions 
are that Cleveland will be nominated. The 
probable methods of that small contingent 
which is opposing his nomination afford a topic 
which is discussed somewhat. On Sunday 
George R. Wendling, in a daily newspaper here, 
argued that Col. W. R. Morrison of Illinois was 
a fitting candidate for the Presidency. Some of 
the anti-Cleveland men have been trying to 
work up a boom for Mr. Morrison since that 
time. Itis said that this is a sample of the tac- 
tics of those who oppose Mr. Cleveland’s nomi- 
nation. They propose to bring out the ‘‘ favor- 
ite sons” in the hope of dividing the tirst ballot 
as much as possible. 

Senator Palmer of Illinois was at the Capitol 
to-day, after a few days’ absence from the city. 
He is not going to the National Convention, he 
said toa TrmEs correspondent, but he had been 
discussing convention matters with numerous 
public men, including several members of the 
National Democratic Committee. 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” he said, 
“that Cleveland will have alarge majority of 
the votes at Chicago. Iama firm believer in 
him, and he would be my first choice. The fact 
that some States in which he had been counted 
as the favorite have neglected to instruct for 
him does not indicate, to my mind, that he has 


lost strength in those States. It indicates 4 
possible doubt as to the advisability of nom- 
inating him. He has as many friends in those 
States and among the delegates as he ever did.”’ 

* What do you think will be the outcome of 
the convention?” Senator Palmer was asked. 

“Itseems very probable that Mr. Cleveland 
will be nominated,” he replied. 

In reply to the argument which the anti- 
Cleveland men have been in@dustriously passing 
around since Harrison’s nomination, that four 
years ago Harrison defeated Cleveland when 
Cleveland had the Federal machinery behind 
him, while now conditions are reversed, and 
therefore Harrison stands the greater show of 
again winning, Senator Palmer said: 

“Mr. Cleveland is as strong without the Fed- 
eral machinery as he is with it, for the simple 
reason that when he had it he did not use it. It 
is one of his cardinal principles not to bring the 
machinery of government to his own advance- 
ment. He did not use the Federal power enough 
to suit the politicians. Ho was too virtuous in 
this respect. He is as strong to-day without the 
machine as he would be with it 

“If Cleveland is nominated,” continued Sena- 
tor Palmer, ‘*the Vice Presidential candidate 
should come from the West. [llinois will pre- 
sent a candidate and insist as strongly as seems 
consistent with party welfare that he be given 
the place. Adlai E, Stevenson’s name, I think, 
will be presented, though Morrison or Black 
may be thought available. I think Illinois 
should have the second place, although we may 
be forced to yield to party exigencies and give it 
to Indiana. In that case, I suppose Gray would 
be the man. With Cleveland as the head of the 
ticket and the proper Western man in second 
place we can carry Illinois, electing the State 
ticket. 

“It may be thought advisable at Chicago to 
make up the ticket without reference to carry- 
ing New-York State, relying on the belief “4 
the party oan win enough Electoral votes in 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and lowato more than off- 
set that in New-York.” 

“ Alabama has 22 votes in the Convention, 
her delegates are uninstructed, and she is the 
tirst State on the roll call,” said Congressman 
Oates of Alabama while discussing the Chicago 
Convention to-day. 

* Whom will the delegates vote for!” he was 
asked. 

“ The majority of them would like to vote for 
Cleveland if in their judgment his nomination 
is advisable,” he said. “Other things being 
equal, Cleveland is their first choice.” 

‘The prominence which the Republican Con- 
vention in its platform and its oratory gave to 
the Force bill, and the indorsement which it re- 
ceived there, will stop the white people in the 
South from joining the third-party movement,” 
Mr. Oates continued. “ Whatever danger ever 
existed that the Alliance might seriously draw 
from the Democratic Party, because of the sil- 
ver issue, with Mr. Cleveland as the candidate 
is now done away with. The Republican posi- 
tion onthe Foree bill will drive all whites in 
North Carolina, Alabama, Georgia, and wherever 
else the Alliance threatened to break up the 
party majority to the regular ticket, regardless 
of whether the candidate favored free coin- 
age.” 

Senator Hill was notatthe Senateto-day. The 
fact would have caused no comment by itself, jor 
itis the regular thing, but there were stories 
that added interest to it. Nobody knew where 
he was. Some said he had gone to New-York 
and others said he had gone to Chicago, to be 
on the ground in advance of the arrival of any 
of the delegates. The most definite information 
to be had was given by William Dixon, the 
member of the National Lemocratic Committee 
from the District of Columbia. Mr. Dixon was 
at the Capitol having luncheon with a number 
of prominent Democratic Congressrren. The 
Chicago Convention was one of the topics dis- 
cussed, and in that connection Hill's name was 
mentioned. In almost the same breath the Ohio 
Convention was Drought up. 

“ Hill is going to be at Columbus on Wednes- 
day,” said Mr. Dixon. Some surprise was ex- 
pressed at this statement. ‘He said,” con- 
tinued Mr. Dixon, “that if the Ohio Convention 
selected Cleveland delegates to Chicago he 
himself would not attend the National Conven- 
tion.” 

These statements caused agreat deal of com- 
ment wherever they were known. 

Prominent Democrats from Illinois had a can- 
didate for the Temporary Chairmanship of the 
Chicago Convention. A proposition was made 
to Senators Brice, Gorman, and other members 
of the National Committee that this honor be 
given to Clayton E. Crafts of Chicago. Mr. 
Crafts was the late Speaker of the Illinois Legis- 
latare, and has been Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee. 

Members of the National Committee here told 
the Llinois men that they would not support 
Mr. Crafts. They made their reason for refusal 
a geographical one, arguing that to give the 
Temporary Chairmanship to @ man from the 
State in which the convention is held would be 
throwing poe too thickly in one direction. 

Before this week is over many of the promi- 
nent Democrats of the House and Senate will be 
otf for the convention. Senators Brice, Gorman, 
Gibson, Voorhees, and Ransom are among those 
from this wing of the Capitol. Senator Brice 
has gone. Senator Voorhees asked leave of ab- 
sence to-day until the 26th. Senator Gibson 
will go Friday. From the House there are 
many delegates going, including Amos Cum- 
mings, John R. Fellows, Bourke Cockran, and 
Tracey probably. : 

John L. Mitchell of Wisconsin has invited the 
Executive Committee of the Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee to go with him in his private 
car. They will leave here Saturday evening, 
and the privilege of using the car for sleeping 
pacpeees while in Chicago has been extended to 

hem. The party will include Messrs. Mutchier 
of Pennsylvania, McMillin of Tennessee, Alder- 
son of West Virginia, Whiting of Michigan, Mc- 
Clellan of Indiana, McCreary of Kentucky, Bow- 
man of Iowa, Andrew of Massachusetts, Gray 
of California, and Johnstone of South Carolina.

THAT’S ALL RIGHT; THAT’S POLITICS. 


A MARYLAND POLITICIAN’S DESCRIPTION 
OF TREACHERY TO HIS PARTY. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 13.—There were several 
private conferences to-day among Democrats 
who will go to Chicago this week, and the 
chances of Senator Gorman for the nomination 
were thoroughly discussed. One of the regular 
Democrats took exception to the dispatch 
printed in to-day’s Trmus, on the ground that it 
Was too emphatic. Hesaid: ‘ We are all ready 
to boom Gorman the moment he says so, but he 
has not said so yet. His consent has only been 
that of silence. He has allowed us to prepare 


for a brisk campaign, and we will take to Chicago 
the best working politicians that the State can 
produce. We will all be absolutely under his 
control, but we don’t know yet exactly what we 
are todo. We will work and vote as he directs, 
and so greatis our confidence in bim that he 
can keep his plans to himself until the moment 
comes for us to help him work them ont. The 
delegates will vote as a unit, and the several 
hundred Maryland Democrats will work as a 
unit. The unit is Gorman, but he has yét to tell 
us that he is a candidate.” 

“How isitthatyou are for Gorman, when 
you all declared for Cleyeland before the prima- 
ries, and labeled your tickets for Cleveland and 
tariff reform?” 

“That's all right; that’s politics. If every- 
thing is for Cleveland at Chicago, and he has 
two-thirds of the votes, Maryland will vote for 
him solidly.

Waw-Yors, Monday, June 13—P. M. 

The purchase of the controljing interest in the 
Housatonic system by a syndicate supposed to 
be acting in the Interest of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford, was interpreted by Wall 

treet as a severe blow at the New-York and 
Now-England, and as a consequence the stock 
of the latter company opened 2% points lower 
than it closed on Saturday. Before the day 
was over it had fallen to 34, but it closed %s 
higher than the lowest at a net loss of 4% 
points. It was the most active stock on the 
list and it showed very little rallying power. 


The break in New-England acted as a check 
op the general market, although as result of 
the prevailing sentiment following higher 
prices practically everything advanced, not 
withstanding the weakness in New-England. 
The greatest strength was in the first hour, but 
after that, while trading fell off, the advance 
was Well held. In the last hour renewed selling 
of New-England caused areaction in the gen- 
eral list. The close, however, was firm. 


Outside of New-England the leaders in the 
market were St. Paul, Burlington, and Rock Isl- 
and. Atonetime St. Paul sold at 83%3, Bur- 
lngton at 100%,, and Rock Island at 80%, but 
from these prices there were reactions extend- 
ing from 4s to 11s points, the latter in Rock Iel- 
and.

“The rapid development of the local interests, 
principally agricultural, which resulted from the 
opening of these lines, may be measured by the in- 
crease in the local traffic, which shows a gain of 
117.2 per cent. in three and one-half years, and dur- 
ing which time the earnings of the branches, added in 
the last two years, have been at their minimum.”

FIFTEEN VICTIMS OF ELECTRIC 
STORMS IN SPAIN. 


TWO CHURCHES STRUCK BY LIGHT- 
NING AND MANY PERSONS INJURED 
BESIDES THOSE WHO WERE KILLED 
—AN OLD CATHEDRAL DAMAGED. 


MADRID, Jane 13.—Terrifico thunderstorms 
prevailea in various parts of Spain yesterday 
and heavy loss of life and injury by lightning is 

The electricity appeared to pick out 
the churches as the objects on which to show its 
power, and unfortunately it did so while the 
services were in progress. 

At Melias, in the Provinoeof Orense, the parish 
church was crowded with worshippers attend- 
ing mass wLen the storm burst. Though the 
peals of thunder were very loud and the flashes 
of lightning extremely vivid, not much atten- 
tion was paid to the storm at first. Suddenly o 
flash of lightning that was blinding in {ts inten- 
sity and a terrific crash of thunder caused the 
worshippers to spring to their feet in fear. Wo- 
men shrieked in terror and little ohildren 
clutched their parents in an agony of fear. Vor 
two or three seconds after the flash it was im- 
possible to see anything, the transition from 
sudden brightness to extreme darkness render- 
img the people practically blind. The utmost 
sonfusion prevailed. Finally, when order was 
restored, the congregation found that ten of 


their number had been struck by the lightning 
and instantly killed and twenty-eight others 
had been seriously injured. 

When this became generally known the peo- 
ple were panic stricken and rushed from the 
church in the pelting storm. Many of them 
sought refuge in the open spaces in the vicinity, 
fearing to enter a house, and there they re- 
mained drenched to the skin until the storm 
passed over. 

An almost similar scene ocourred at Muoci- 
entes, in the Province of Valladolid. The 
church in that village was also struck by light 
ning. Five of the worshippers were killed and 
ten were injured. 

At Burgos, — my of the province of that 
name, considerable damage was done to the 
famous old cathedral by the lightning. The 
Burgos cathedral is one of the oldest buildings 
in Spain, having been founded in 1221 and fin- 
ished in 1567. In it are sight chapels, the most 
famous of which is the Capella del Condestable, 
containing the tombs of several of the Velasco 
family, the hereditary Constables of Castile, of 
which former kingdom Burgos was the capital 
The hghtning, when it struck the historic old 
pile, disp!aced a portion of one of the walls and 
did other damage. Nobody in the cathedral was

PARLIAMENT’S DISSOLUTION. 


ME. BALFOUR SAYS IT WILL BE BE- 
TWEEN JUNE 19 AND 25. 


Lonpon, June 13.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Balfour, the Government leader, 
atated that Parliament would be dissolved be- 
tween June 19 and June 25. 

Mr. James Stuart, (Radical,) member for the 
Hoxton Division of Shoreditch, askea whether 
the Government would take care that the writs 
for the election of members,of the new Parlia- 
ment would reach the boroughs 80 as to enable 
the elections to be held on a Saturday. 

Mr. Balfour replied that it was not only the 
business of the House of Commons, but of the 


House of Lords also, that must be concluded 
before fixing the exact date of dissolution. He 
therefore could not fix the date so that the elec- 
tions would take piace on a Saturday. Mr. Bal- 
four added that the Government would con- 
clade the Irish Education and several other 
bilis before ‘Parliament was dissolved, but it 
would be impossible to proceed with the Irish 
Local Government bill 

Mr. Thomas Sexton, (McCarthyite,) member 
for West Belfast, declared that the Irish would 
strenuously oppose the Irish Kducation bill at 
every stage.

SHARP ATTACK ON A REL®GIOUS AS- 
SOCIATION IN FRANCE. 


Paris, June 13.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day M. Moreau, a Radical member, made a 
strong attack upon the Association de Notre 
Dame de 1 Usine, established by manufacturers 
fn the Department du Nord. M. Moreau de- 
olared that the association was controlled by 
the clergy, and that it was illegal, inasmuch as 
the masters compelled their workmen to join 
the association, though its aims were purely re- 
ligious and in no way connected with trade.

BEGINNING TO REALIZE THE EVILS OF 
UNRESTRICTED IMMIGRATION, 


Loywpow, June 13.—Mr. Howard Vincent, (Na- 
tional Conservative,) member for the Central 
Division of Sheffield, called attention tw the 
statement that 2,295 immigrants had entered 
England from the Continent in a month, of 
which number 373 did not intend to proceed to 
America. Mr. Vincent asked the Government, 
in view of the present depression in trade, to 
mame a day for the introduction of a measure of 
restriction. 

The Right Hon. Henry Matthews, the Home 
Sesretary, admitted that thus far in 1892, 5,993 


immigrants more than in 1891 had entered the 
cotintry.

Panis, June 13.—The Associated Press corre- 
spondont here has just completed a series of 
inquiries among the leading American artists 
residing in this city concerning their participa- 
tion in the Worlf’s Fair. 

Mr. Walter McEwen of Chieago said: ‘I in- 
tend to make as large and fine an exhibit as I 
possibly can.” 

Mr. Stephen Hills Parker remarked: “I propose 
sending my portraitof Mrs. John Sherwood, as 
well as two other portraits now in America.” 

“TI propose sending,” sald Mra Cecilia E. 
Wentworth, ‘‘a portrait of Marshal MacMahon, 
exhibited in the Salon of 1888, and also the 
canvas entitled ‘Pritre,’ for which I received 
ap ‘honorable mention’ in last year’s Salon.” 

Said Mr. Julius L. Stewart: ‘I shall certain’ 
ly exhibit at Chicago if we are given the proper 
advantages with regard to space, hanging, &o.” 

“TI shall send some of my most important 


works,” remarked Mr. Walter Gay, ‘as will all 
the more prominent American artists in Paris.” 

Mr. Henry Mosler said: ‘I shall make as 
representative an exhibition of my works as 
possible. I think it is the duty of all Americans 
to do 80; a8 it is a national undertaking, we 
should take a national pride in the exhibition.”

Mr. H. Humphrey Moore said: “I shall make 
no picture of importance expressly for Chivago, 
but I have some canvases in America which I 
shall send.”

“T shall send a bust of Shakespeare, now being 
finished for Lincoln Park, Chicago; a statue of 
Alexander Hamilton, intended for the Hamilton 
Club, Brooklyn; an equestrian statue of Gen.

Mr. Paul W. Bartlett said: “I expect to ex- 
hibit at Chicago, but as yet have no decided 
plan.” 

LonpDon, June 13.—In the House of Commons 
to-day the Hon. G. N. Curzon, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the India Office, stated that the 
Government of India had decided that it was 
needless to be officially represented at the Chi- 
cago Columbian Exhibition or to make a grant 
for an Indian exhibit.

THE TROUBLE IN UGANDA. 


LORD SALISBURY EXPRESSES FULL FAITH 
IN CAPT. LUGARD. 


LonpDon, June 13.—In the House of Lords to- 
day Lord Herries (Liberal) asked that a com- 
mission be sent to Uganda to examine into and 
report upon the recent troubles in that country 
between Capt. Lugard, the representative of 
the British East Africa Company, and the 
French missionaries. He claimed that the 
honor of England was at stake in the matter. 

Lord Salisbury replied thata telegram had 
just been received from Zanzibar which gives 
letters from Muanga, atthe southern end of the 
Victoria Nyanza, dated March 31, reporting the 
arrival of Capt. Williams, an employe of the 
British East Africa Company, who stated that 


the fighting in Uganda had ended, and that 
Capt. Lugard hoped to come to terms with 
Mwanga, King of that country. 

The English missionaries were in Uganda 
and nineteen French missionaries were in the 
Bukoba district. All were safe and well. This 
intelligence, Lord Salisbury said, would dimin- 
ish the anxiety which the Government shared 
regarding the self-sacrificing and devoted men 
who had appeared to be exposed to great dan- 
ors and suifering. Continuing, Lord Salisbury 
said: 

“If I believed for a moment that British 
agonts had been guilty of attacking Catholic 
establishments, or had in any way taken hos- 
tile ection against other Kuropeans in Uganda, 
I would heartily condemn their conduct. But I 
cannot condemn British officers unheard. From 
what I know of Capt. Lugard I am sure he 
would never meditate propagandist actions, or 
use his forces to inflict injury upon another re- 
ligion or nation. The reports previously re- 
ceived were probably exaggerated. Although 
the geographical position ot Uganda, which 
would entail a six months’ journey, renders the 
dispatoh of a commission impossible, we will 
make every inquiry and call vigorously to ac- 
count any person whose condact deserves cen- 
sure.” 

In reply to a question asked by the Earl of 
Kimberley, (Liberal,) Lord Salisbury said it was 
true that Capt. Jones had been instructed to 
withdraw from Uganda to a point midway be- 
tween that country and the coast. He added 
that, although it was a very arduous task to 
hold Uganda under existing conditions, he be- 
lieved that the making of a railway would dis- 
pose of the difficulty. 

BrvusseErs, June 13.—Further letters which 
have been received here from the White Fathers’ 
Mission in Uganda, East Africa, repeat the 


charges made against the Protestant forces in 
that kingdom of mowing down the Catholics, in- 
cluding many women and children, with adeadly 
rain of shot from the mitrailleuse with which 
they were supplied. 

« The letters also say that after the Catholio 
army bad three times repelled the desperate at- 
tacks made on their ranks, the survivors were 
at length driven toward Victoria Nyanza. 80 
hard pressed were the routed forces of tho 
Catholics that they were actually forced into 
the great lake, and from 500 to 600 of the poor 
people were drowned miserably like a herd of 
animals. 

The letters add that Major Kuehne saved the 
lives of Bishop Hirth and King Mwanga, who 
led the Catholics, by his timely arrival at the 
scene of carnage and his display of the German 
flag. _ 


PARNELLITE PEACE OFFERING. 


TIMOTHY HARRINGTON DISCUSSES MR. 


M’CARTHY’S REFUSAL. 


LONDON, June 13.—Timothy Harrington, (Par- 
nellite,) member of the House of Commons from 
Dublin, Harbour Division, was interviewed to- 
day on Mr. McCarthy’s cablegram: refusing his 
proposed terms of compromise. He said: 

‘“*Mr. McCarthy is personally ignorant of the 
situation in Ireland as regards the eleotions, or 
he would accept with delight our proposals, as 
saving enormous expense and unpleasant strife. 
Mr. Dillon's proposal is impracticable. Besides 


the enormous difficulty of selecting a board of 

arbitration to obtain reliable knowledge of the 

strength of the parties, the issue to be so decid- 
is too narrow. 

‘Each party ought to maintain its present 
strength till Mr. Gladstone has disclosed his pol- 
loy,and members of each s 1ould be willing to ex- 
change seate where a Paruellite is representing 
a MoCarthyite constituency, and vice versa. By 
this plan there would provably be only six dis- 
placements. This is the Parneilites’ tinal offer 
to secure peace.’’

TOO FREE WITH HIS PEN. 


REASONS GIVEN FOR POULTNEY BIGE-

BERLIN, June 13.—The American Legation 
here has received a note from Mr. Poultney 
Bigelow, whose expulsion from Russia was an- 
ngunced last night, stating that he and Mr. 
Frederic Remington, the American artist, had 
been driven out of Russia. They are now at 
Tilsit, in East Prussia, from which place they 
will return to Berlin in a canoe. 

The expulsion of the two Americans is sup- 
posed to have been due to the publication of 
Germanophile articles written by Mr. Bigelow.

A DARING WOMAN’S FATE. 


DASHED TO DEATH FROM AN UNMAN- 
AGEABLE PARACHUTE. 


BERLIN, June 13.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred to-day in the sight of many persons. It 
had been announced that a woman named Gross- 
mann would make an ascension in a balloon, 
and when the air ship had reached a great 
height would jump into space and make a 
descent to the earth by means of a parachute. 

When all was in readiness the woman gave a 
signal and the balloon arose into the air amid 
the loud and enthusiastic cheering of the spec- 
tators. When the balloon had reached an alti- 
tude of at least 500 feet, she climbed out of the 
basket, and, freeing the parachute, attempted 
to start on her dizzy journey earthward. To the 
dismay of the crowd below, however, it was 
seen that the machine had become unmanagea- 
ble and that the woman was about to be dashed 
to death. 

Almost before the people could realize her 
terrible fate the woman’s body had whirled 
downward with great velocity and had landed 
in a lake situated in the outskirts of the city. 
The body struck the water with great force, 
throwing a large shower of spray high into the 
air. A number of persons at once secured boats 
and hurried tothe rescue of the unfortunate 
woman, but it was found that she had been in- 
stantly killed by her fall.

ITALY WANTS SILVER CHANGE. 


NO CESSATION OF THE SCARCITY—EX- 
CHANGE AGENT ARRESTED. 


Rome, June 13.—The great scarcity of silver 
change continues, and the measures taken to 
prevent its exportation have not remedied the 
troubie. A dispatch from the President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Milan has just been 
received by the Minister of the Treasury, com- 
plaining of the absolute lack of silver change in 
Lombardy, and asking that prompt and effect- 
ive measures be taken to remedy the difficulty. 
Reports to the same effect have also been re- 
ceived from financial agents in otber parts 
of Italy, from which is seen the insufficiency 
of the measures taken to prevent the export 
of silver change. 

Stricter orders have been given with a view 
to preventing clandestine shipments. As a 
consequence an exchange agent has been ar- 
rested at Turin for violating the law fixing the 
high tariff for the transportation of silver. 
This agent had in his possession 6,000f. in small 
silver coins, which he was about to carry to 
Modane, where silver was extremely scarce. 
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NO NEW CARDINALS NOW, 


NOT UNTIL DECEMBER OR PERHAPS 
NEXT FEBRUARY. 


Rome, June 13.—It is understood that no 
Cardinals will be nominated by the Pope at the 
coming Consistory, because no definite under- 
standing concerning the nominations has yet 
been had with the Cabinets at Vienna, Paris, 
and Madrid. It is thought that the new Car- 
dinals wil) be created in December or on the 
occasion of the Pope’s episcopal jubilee, which 
takes place in February next. 

The Committee on Pilgrimages has received 
very unfavorable reports from France concern- 
ing the projected pilgrimages from that coun- 
try. Very fewhave thus far inscribed their 
names on the list of pilgrims, and many of those 
who have done 80 have withdrawn them. The 
French Bishops show so little interest in the 
matter that 1t seems probable the pilgrim- 
ages will have to be dropped. This condition 
Teaults, doubtless, from the general discontent 
that prevails among French Catholics regarding 
the attitude of the Vatican toward the republic.

THE ACT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
‘ ae 
MARYLAND CANNOT PROHIBIT THE IM- 
PORTATION OF OLEOMARGARINE. 


BALTIMORE, June 13.—United States Judge 
Bond has filed an important opinion discharg- 
ing from custody Charles E. MoAllister, indict- 
ed for violating the State oleomargarine law. 
After McAllister had been indicted in the crim- 
inal court, the case was taken to the United 
States Court on habeas corpus. Part of Judge 
Bond's opiniou is as follows: 

“There is little dispute about the facts material to 
the decision of this question, which resolves itself 
into this: Whether or not dg living in the State 
can order from another State a package of oleomar- 
garine ana sell it in the original package to a citizen 
of Baltimore. The proof is that McAllister received 
the package froin braun & Fitts of Chicago and sold 
it to Simon & Miller.”’ 

The opinion then recites that Miller and 
another were procured by Pope & Janney, but- 
ter dealers, to go to McAllister’s place, and that 
Miller purchased the puckage after MoAllister 
had lifted the lid and Miller had tasted it. It 
continues: 

“* Having, as they thought, successfally played the 
role of that unadmired person who did all he could 
‘to increase the trespass of Israel,’ McAllister upon 
their testimony was indicted,as stated. A State 
may regulate the sale and storage ot articles danger- 
ous to the health of the citizen, but it cannot = 
hibit the importation. The statute under which Mo. 
Allister is indicted makes noallusion to the fact that 
it has a hygienic purpose, and it does not regulate 
the sale of oleomargarine, but —— its posses- 
sion altogether inthe hands of the importer. The 
laws of the United States recognize oleomargarine 
as a werchanutable article. Being such, while a State 
may perhaps regulate its sale, it cannot prohibit its 
importation. ‘The statute in question does this, and 
is unconstitutional and iu this respect void.” 

The opinion holds that the lifting of the lid 
did not destroy the original character of the 
package in any sense.

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—The fortieth annual 
couvention of the International Typographical 
Union, which is to last a week or ten days, be- 
ganin the musit hall of the Drexel Institute 
this morning.

The Suicide of Alice Stone, 

Krxcston, N. Y., June 13.—At’ the inquest 
over the body of Mrs. Alice Stone, who shot 
herself on Tuesday at Marlborough, a letter was 
read by the Coroner to-day, written by the 
woman, in which she said her father-in-law, 
Chester P. Stone, had ruined her, and that when 
she told him she would shoot herself because of 


her troubles, he had told her to drown herself, 
death by that means being easier. 

The jury decided that the woman committed 
suicide, but also found that she had been ad- 
vised and encouraged to kill herself by Chester 
P. Stone. Consequently the Coroner issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Stone on o charge of 
manslaughter in tue first degree.

YESTERDAY WAS THE HOTTEST OF 
KNOWN 13rHs OF JUNE. 


That yesterday was a“ scorcher” everybody 
who couldn’t go about in his shirtsleeves or, bet- 
ter still, without his coat and vest, had fully de- 
cided before noon. Capitalists who invested in 
lemonade stands, linen dusters, snd palmieat 
fans found that they were the most respected 
and sought-after citizens in the community, and 
gauged their prices in accordance with the de- 
mand for their stock. Even the young man 
who always wears a derby hat as a matter of 
principle, and scorns the straw headgear that 
other mortals wear as a matter of comfort, was 
obliged to come to terms. 

Yesterday broke the record. All other 13ths 
of June were thrown way in the shade, and 


only twice before within the memory of Weather 
Sharp Dunn, who sat up in the sky parlor of the 
Equitable Building nig ovy 8 violently from 
his efforts to keep cool, has © mercury suc- 
ceeded in getting so far away from the bulb ab 
any time in the wonth. 

The thermometer in front of Hudnut’s was the 
one which gave the rea) state of things on the 
street, where the greater part of humanity had 
to do its suffering. At 6 o’clock in the morning 
it rolled up its sleeves fora hard day’s work, and 
gave people 75° to start on. At noon it had 
reached 88°, and from that time to 3:30 o’clock 
it climbed with blood-curdling rapidity to 97°. 
When it got there it took a long rest, and finally 
began a slow and reluctant retreat toward even- 
ing. It was a case of real heat more than 
humidity, for the latter only got to about 85 
per cent. at ite highest. Even in Mr. Dunn’s 
domain it was uncomfortable, the thermometer 
reaching 90.1° in the afternoon. 

Last year 83° was registered on June 13, and 
the year before only 74° at the Weather Bureau. 
At Hudnut’s it was 87° at 3:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon on June 13,1891. One of the other 
two June days recorded as hotter than yester- 
day was June 16, 1891, whioh was credited with 
99°, The other was in 1877, and then the tem- 
ae was 96° on top of the Equitable Build-

§ ew- York did not suffer alone yesterday, for 
it was hot everywhere along the coast, and, in 
fact, everywhere east of Kansas. A couple of 
Maine towns gloried in 52° at 8 A. M., and 
Boston suffered under 80° at the same hour, bat 
from the Hub southward everybody “ caught it 
hot” when the meroury got well under way. 

Boston wasn’t cool long. At 2:45 the ther- 
mometer at the Signal Office registered 94°, and 
on the streets from 96° to 100° was shown. 
Othe probably fatal sunstroke was reported. 
Other places where the heat was intense were: 
Albany, 105° in the shade; Syracuse, 96°; Troy, 
97°; Elmira, 94°; Kingston, 96°; Worcester, 
Maas., 99°. At Buffalo it was reported that the 
thermometer was 80°, with a cool, refreshing 
lake breeze.

CAPT, MORRISON EXPLAINS, 


WHY THE YACHT ALVA RAN DOWN A 
ROWBOAT IN THE RIVER. 


The report of the master of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
steam yacht Alva, relative to the running down 
of the rowboat off Thirty-titth Street on the 
afternoon of Saturday last, which resulted in 
the death of Nicholas Michels and Marie 
Simonin, was received at the office of the United 
States Inspector of Steam Vessels, in the Post 
Office Building, yesterday. 

Capt. Henry Morrison, who makes the report, 
says the Alva was proceeding down the 
river at a moderate speed when he observed 
that two tows occupied the centre of the river. 
Westward of them were more tows, two or three 
tugboats, and, he thinks, two ferryboats, be- 
sides several other vessels. Between the 


central tows and the New-Jersey shore the river 

appeared to be crowded, and he therefore 

elected to pass east of the central tows, between 

San and the United States man-of-war At- 
anta. 

**When within about 400 or 500 yards of the 
Atlanta,” Capt. Morrison continues, ‘a rowboat 
was observed lying with her bow point 
ing eastward or toward the New-York shore, 
She had before been concealed from view 
by some other vessel, and at the time [I 
tirst saw her the rower was not using his 
oars, and the boat was quietin the water. The 
Alva would have passed about twenty yards 
east of the boat had this condition of things 
coutinued, but for some unaccountable reason 
the rower took two or three strokes with his 
oars and then stopped, as if desirous of a nearer 
inspection of the yacht.” 

As quickly as this movement was observed 
the whistle was blown several times as a warn- 
ing. “ But, to my great surprise,’ Capt. Morri- 
80D Bays, ‘“‘aiter remaining quiet for perhaps 
thirty seconds and when the ship was not more 
thanwslength from the boat, the rower gave 
two or three strokes of his oars, as if done with 
deliberation and intent to place her under the 
bows of the Alva.” After this action op the 
part of the rower it was impossible to avoid 
running down the rowboat. 

“Tn order to keep as far as was possible from 
the rowboat, in view of the situation,’’ Capt. 
Morrison adds, “the yacht narrowly escaped 
collision with the Atlanta, passing not more 
than ten feetclear of the latter’s stern. The 
yacht’s way was stopped with as much dispatch 
as the case admitted. A boat was ready for 
lowering, but before the momentum was suffi- 
ciently checked to make it safe to place the 
boat in the water two or three rowboats and a 
tug and, I think, one or two others were on the 
spot to render whatever assistance could be 
given.” 

The reason for the Alva continuing on her 
course after the accident had occurred is thus 
explained by Capt. Morrison: ‘‘ From the time 
of the collision until some of these boats reached 
the spot could not, I think, have exceeded more 
than two minutes, and it was out of the ques- 
tion for usto stop the momentum of the ship, 
get our boat in the water and on the spot as 
quickly. I was satisfied we could be of no serv- 
ice, and therefore proceeded for Newport, the 
port to which we were wenn. 

‘+ T desire to add that, although I am ignorant 
of who the rowerin the boat was, the impres- 
sion conveyed to my mind from his actions was 
that he was entirely unfamiliar with and un- 
used to the management of boats.”’ 





Mystified by Powell, 

There were few cooler or more comfortable 
places of amusement in the city last night than 
the auditorium atthe Eden Musée.

A PECULIAR SUIT. 





NO PRECEDENT FOR IT IN THE CON- 
NECTICUT REPORTS. 


HARTFORD, June 13.--Judge F. B. Hall of 
Stratford, who is presiding at the civil term of 
the Supreme Court here, has under advisement 
@ case that is without precedent in Connecticut 
litigation. Some ten years ago William & 
White, a prominent lumber dealer in the city, 
was compelled to go into bankruptcy. In the 
suite connected with the failure a court judg- 
ment for $6,000 was recorded in favor of ex- 
Gov. George G. Sill. 

The wife of Mr. White died here two years 
ago, leaving an oe valued at $15,000. In 
her will she left a Ife interest in the property 
to her husband, with the additional provision 
that the principal might be used, if necessary, 
for his support. The remainder was to be di- 
vided between the son and daughter, the for- 
mer of whom is a resident of Binghamton, N. Y. 

Judge Sill has brought suit to rorelose on the 
life interest of Mr. White, basing that action on 
the court judgment that was awarded years 
ago. There is no case in the Connecticut courts 
that can serve as a precedent in the litigation. 
The life interest under a will bas been regarded 
as exempt from attachment or foreclosure. 
Under the law, when no will is left, the husband 
possessea, in this State, a life interest in his 
wife’s property. That interest is attachable 
only for actual debts incurred for the husband’s 
support. The new questions raised by ex-Gov. 
BUl’s suit will be likely to go to the Supreme 
Court for final decision. Much interest is felt 
in the case in Jegal centres on account of the

HOMEOPATHS IN SESSION. 





PAPERS READ BEFORE THE IXSTITUTE. 
IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The forty-fifth session 
of the American Institute of Homeopathy was 
opened here at 3 o’clock this. afternoon, Dr. 
Theodore Y. Kinne of Paterson, N. J., presiding. 
There were about 100 members of the institute 
present. The general report of the Bureau of 
Organization, Registration, and Statistics 
showed that there are in the United States 40 
general and 39 special homeopathic hospitals, 
at which 31,294 patients were treated last year. 
Of this number 21,134 were cured. The death 
rate was 3.31 per cent. 

The address of the Bureau of Ophthalmology, 
Otology, and Laryngology was read by Dr. A. B. 
Norton of New-York, that of the Bureau of 
Obstetrics by Dr. Geerge B. Peck of Providence, 
R L., and that of the Bureau of Gynecology by 
Dr. M. T. Runnels of Kansas City, Mo. 

Dr. T. 8. Verdi of Washington presented the 
text ofa a mage bill to be submitted to Con- 
gress providing for the appointment by the 
President of a board of eight medical examiners, 
whose duty it shall be to examine candidates 
for the degree of United Siates Master of Med- 
ical Science. The qrepene bill was referred to 
the Committee on Medical Legislation.

HARLEM RIVER BRIDGES. 


— ~~ 
AN ADVERSE REPORT IN CONGRESS AS 
TO PROPOSED CHANGES. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The Senate Committee 
on Commerce, of which Senator Frye (Rep., 
Me.,) is Chairman, has a report unfavorable to 
the proposition embraced ina bill which pro- 
poses to change the style of bridges over the 
Harlem River at Third and Fourth Avenues, 
New-York City. This report is the work of 
Major Gillespie of the Corps of Engineers. <Ao- 
companying it isa statement from Secretary 
Elkins of the War Department, within whose 
jurisdiction the matter is. 

The bill raised the question, which has often 
been heard bothin New-York City and before 
the Legislature at Albany, of changing the style 
of bridge by requiring the construction of 
bridges with fixed spans, instead of with mova- 
ble draws; also changing the daily hours for 
opening and operating the draws in the low 
bridges, while the construction of the new 
bridges is going on. 

Major Gillespie reviews the recommendations 
of the Board of Engineers and the action of the 
last Legislature, which empowers the proposed 
changes to be made to the bridges and in the 
grades of their approaches. He then says: 

“It is not Known that any changes have taken 
_— in the navigation of the Harlem River since 

une, 189U, which will warrant any change in the 
recommendations contained in the report of the 
board, that every bridge, whether a high new 
bridge, or a low old bridge, shall have a free headway 
of not less than 24 teet and two contiguous draw 
openings of not less than 100 feet widthin each for 
the convenient passage of vehicles. 

“Nor is there any Known good reason for limiting 
the opening of the draws tod P. M. instead of 5 P. 
M.,a8 existing law provides, since the daily transverse 
tratiic outward from the city by vehicles and foot 
passengera does not assume large proportions until 
after 5 P. M. andis not at its maximum uatil about 
6 P.M. Itseems therefore that5 P.M. is the rea- 
—_ afternoon time limit for the closing of the 

raws. 

“Until the existing law regulating transit over the 
Harlem River has, after a fair trial, been proved in- 
adequate to give needed accommodations to the 
throngs which cross the river twice daily the 
amendment seems inadvisable.” 

The bill will be reported back to the Senate 
— this adverse recommendation in a few

The lawyers who were engaged in the Job 
Male will contest were in Chancery at Jersey 
City yesterday askingan allowance for them- 
selves and for Messrs. Harrison and Pope, the 
proponents of the will Job Male was the 
Plainfield millionaire who died holding in his 
hand the pen with which he was about to sign 
his will. The Chancellor had refused to admit 
the will to probate. 

When the allowance was asked yesterday, 
Chancellor McGill said that it was so obvious 
that the will was not nuncupative that he did 
not think he ought to make the estate pay for 
the attempt to establish it. 

Ex-Gov. Bedie, who appeared for Craig 
Marsh, the lawyer who drew the will, and for 
the executors named in it, proceeded to explain 
the amount of work he and Mr. Marsh had put 
into the litigation. 

Mr. Marsh said that eminent counsel had ad- 
vised the submission of the will to the jndg- 
ment of the court. He should feel humiliated 
if the court made no allowance Whatever., He 
was willing to forego substantial recognition of 
the services if the Chancellor, to justify him, 
would make a nominal allowance.

WHERE ARE THE 


QUEER INCIDENTS IN THE CASE 
OF MES. GALLIGAN. 


A NOTABLE SCHOOL CASE TO BE. DE- 
CIDED BY THE BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION TO-MORROW—HOW MISS RILEY 
IS INTERESTED IN ITS OUTCOME. 


There was a rumor around the headquarters 
of the Board of Education yesterday to the 
effect that charges were to be preferred against 
a teacher in the primary department of Gram- 
mar School No. 18 as an outgrowth_of the in- 
vestigation of Mrs. Louisc M. GofMfgan, the 
Principal of the primary department of Gram- 
mar School No. 70. The teacher in question 
was said to be Miss Teresa M. Riley, a sister of 
Mrs. Galligan, and it was said that the charge 
against her would be that of destroying the 
récords of Grammar School No, 13. 

Among the charges against Mrs. Galligan, 
which the School Trustees of the Nineteenth 
Ward investigated, was that of falsifying the 
schoo! records, so as to make it appear that she 
was absent on account of lilness, when, in real- 
ity, she was in Albany on personal business. 
The day in controversy was Friday, Jan. 22, 
thie year. Mrs. Galligan entered herself on the 
record as being absent that day by reason of 
Illness. When brought before the Trustees sife 
feciared that she had been ill, but admitted 
having gone to Albany, but not, she declared, 
until late in the afternoon of the 22d. She left, 
she testified, on the 4:30 P. M. train. In sup- 
port of her statement she called as a witness in 
her behalf her sister, Miss Riley of Grammar 
School No. 13, who testified that she left her 
school at a few minutes after 3 o’clook in the 
afternoon in question, hurried to the elevated 
and thence to Mrs. Galligan’s house, 1,067 Lex- 
ington Avenue. There she found her sister, 
who had been dangerously ill earlier in the day, 


waiting, with her hat on. Mrs. Galligan loft 
~ house at once, and caughta train for Al- 
any. 

In order to verify Miss Riley’s statements the 
Trustees applied to Superintendent Jasper for 
the time records of School No. 13. In every de- 

ent in the schools there is a small book in 
Which the teacher records the time she arrives 
at and leaves the school. There is also in each 
school a big book in which all these separate 
records are copied. Daperiatendens Jasper ap- 
plied to the Principal of Scnool No. 13 for both 
records, and they were to be forthcqming on the 
following day. On the morning of the next day 
Superintendent Jasper went to School No.j13 be 
fore the hour to open school, to get the small rec- 
ord book from Miss Riley’s department. [t was 
handed to him, but on opening it he found that 
there had been torn therefrom the record of 
Miss Riley’s departures and arrivals on Jan. 20, 
21, and 22. 

Superintendent Jasper inquired among the 
teachers as to who could have a motive for 
tearing outthe record. None suggested a motive, 
and Mrs. Mary L. Haggerty, the Principal of the 

rimary department, said that she knew noth- 

aboutit. The Superintendent sent for Mise 
Riley. She denied that she had torn out the 
record, and denied that she was the first teacher 
to arrive at her department that morning. The 
Superintendent questioned Miss Marion A, 
Witherell), one of the primary teachers, and she 
deciared that Miss Riley had been there before 
any of the others that ee 

Superintendent Jasper, in looking over the 
remaining records, found that Miss Riley’s time 
had not been entered on many days. He wanted 
to take both records at once to the Nineteenth 
Ward School Trustees, but Mrs. Haggerty asked 
him as a favor to leave them with her until the 
next day, when, she promised, she would have 
them producea. She guaranteed to keep them 
intact in her custody. The next day, when the 
records were taken to the “chool Trustees who 
were investigating the charges against Mrs. 
Galligan, ail of the blanks in Miss Riley’s time 
record were found to have been filled in. 

When: Mrs. Galligan first admitted to the 
Trustees that she went to Albany on Jan. 22 she 
dec d that she reached there about 8 o’clock, 
went at once to the Delevan House, and retired. 
Under cross-examination she admitted that she 
had visited the house of friends and had not 
gone to the Delevan House until after 11 
o'clock. 

Mrs. Rosetta M. Kearney and Miss Mattie 
Moore, two teachors in the primary department 
of No. 70, testified to a conversation with Mrs. 
Galligan on Jan. 21, on which occasion she 
asked them to open school for her the nexy day 
and said that she was going out of town on the 
morning of the 22d. On the afternoon of Jan. 
22 Mrs. Kearney went to Mrs. Galligan’s house 
and the boy there told her that Mrs. Galligan 
had gone to Albany iu the morning. 

With the assistance of an Albany lawyer the 
School Trustees looked up Mrs. Galligan’smove- 
ments on Jan. 22. They traced her from New- 
York to Albany, as alleged, on the Empire State 
Express of the New-York Central Road, which 
left the Grand Central Station at9:06 A. M. In 
Albany she called at the residence of a Mra. 
Foley shortiy after noon, but found Mrs. Foley 
absent and went away. She afterward regie- 
tered at the Delevan Hiouse. When the Trustees 
tried to geta photograph of the entry on the 
register they were told that the hotel had 
Changed bands and that the old registers had 
disappeared. 

The charges against Mrs. Galligan will come 
ap to-morrow before the Board of Education 
for final disposition. The School Trustees who 
conducted the original investigation several 
months ago reported unanimously to the Board 
of Education in favor of dismissing the accused, 
finding her guilty of inefliciency, incompetency, 
conspiracy, falsification of the records, and con- 
duct unbecoming a teacher. The Committee on 
Teachers of the Board of Education afterward 
made an independent investigation, and four 
of the five members found Mrs. Galligan guilty 
and recommended her dismissal. The dissent- 
ing member was Thaddeus Moriarty. 

A three-quarters vote is necessary to dismiss. 
James W. McBarron told one of the teachers of 
No. 77 the other day thathe intended to vote for 

Mrs. Galligan and “pay no attention to pop- 
nlar excitement.”’ 

it was said yesterday that Commissioner 
Isaac A. Hopper had completed the triumvirate 
of the widow Galligan’s admirers and support- 


ers. 

Ordinarily the charges against a teacher are 
disposed of in executive session, but there isa 
disposition to have to-morrow’s meeting an 
open one, #0 that ail the testimony can be made 
public, including certain personal charges 
against @ Trustee maic by Mrs. Galligan. It is 
said that the friends of Mrs. Galligan will fight 
for an executive session. 

In 1878 Mrs. Galligan was charged by the 
Wineteanth Ward School Trustees with collect- 
ing money in school for a present to Trustee 
Macklin, who is now her lawyer. She was also 
charged with browbeating and abusing the 
teachers under her. The Trustees recommend- 
ed her removal. There was no bi-law of the 
Board of Education covering the firat offense, 
and no penalty could be inflicted, although she 
wae found guilty. She was reprimanded on the 
second charge. The board thon passed a by-law 
forbidding the collection of money in the 
schools by teachers for presents to Trustees or 
Dommissioners.

WHERE IS THE COUNTY JAIL? 


THE COURT PUZZLED, BUT THE PRIS= 
ONER LIKELY TO GO TO THE TOMBS. 


William A. Finn, a former agent of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, was 
convicted last Friday of having compounded a 
misdemeanor in accepting $500 from Sophia 
Martens of 86 Allen Street for suppressing evi- 
dence against her, tending to prove her guilty 
of having kepta disorderly house, was brought 
before Judge Fitzgerald in General Sessions yes- 
terday for sentence. 

When Finn was brought to the bar Judge Fitz- 
gerald looked in the Penal Code and found that 
the penalty provided by statute for compound- 
ing a misdemeanor was- imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding one year and a fine of 
not more than $250. That read sufficiently 
plain and comprehensive, but Judge Fitzgerald 
was puzzled as to where the county jail was. 
He appealed to Assistant District Attorney 
Weeks, but that officer couldn’t tell the court 
where the county © a was, either.

began on the'city documents. He finally found 
a reference in the proceedings of the City Coun- 
cil for the year 1838,in which the institution 
“bounded by Franklin and Elm, Leonard and 
Centre Streets” was designated as the “ county 
jail” Withasigh of relief he reported the re- 
sult of his research, and this morning Finn will 
pee, be sentenced to continement in the 
Tombs. If he is, it will establish a cedent 
that will be useful to the Judges of General 
Sessions in the future. 





CHART OF LAKE WRECKS. 


ed 
ISSUED BY THE WEATHER BUREAU TO 
WARN MARINERS. 


The Weather Bureau has recently issued what 
they call a wreck chart of the great lakes to 
show the location of wrecks. 

The period covered by the present chart em- 
braces the years from 1886 to 1891. In addi- 
tion the stations displaying cautionary, storm, 
and information signals and those places where 
barometric comparisons can be obtained are all 
marked with blue disks, while the stattons dis- 


playing the above signals, but at which barom- 
eters are not compared with a standard, are 
marked with red disks. 

Just what these various signals are is also ex- 
plained by showing the arrangement of the flags 
in one corner of the chart. 

There are apparently no vessels drifting 
about in the highways, a menace to ail passing 
craft, as the custom its to send steamers out for 
disabled craft as soon as they have been re- 
ported and have them towed into the most con- 
venient lake port. 

In addition to the names of the wrecks, the 
dates of the accidents and the causes of the 
wrecks, with the weather conditions, are given. 

The province of a wreck chart, in addition to 
the above, is to point out the most dangerous 
pointe and portions of a coast to the navigator, 
s0 that when in such vicinity extra caution in 
observing the different phases of the weather 
may be taken and the dangerous localities 
guarded ageinst. 

he chart contains 147 wrecks, ee a 
total estimated loss of $21,955,590 and 257 
lives, of which it is fair to assume that a large 
portion might have been saved had the weather 
conditions been known a few hours in advance, 
asinanumber of cases the vessels were lost 
soon after leaving port, 

The many cases of stranding are not noted 
where the vessels have ultimately been re- 
leased, as sc many hundreds of such oases 00- 
cur each season. 

Each circle and number on the chart indi- 
cates, a8 Near as can be learned, the location of 
the wrecks, though, as the terms latitude and 
longitude are not in ordinary use, some of the 
locations are approximated by bearings. 

It is hoped that in the future all masters navi- 
gating the lakes wiil co-operate with the Weath- 
er Bureau and supply as reliable data as the 
ocean navigators contribute toward perfecting 
the monthly pilot chart of the North Atlantio.

PROPERTY OWNERS OBJECT, 
——— 
ODDS BARTLETT MUST MEET BEFORE 
AN ALDERMANIC COMMITTEE. 


When old Mr. Bartlett and his confederates 
in the Fiftieth Street, Astoria Ferry and Cen- 
tral Park Railroad appear before the Railroad 
Committee of the Common Council) to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock in the Aldermagic Cham- 
ber, in the City Hall, to make application for.a 
franchise for their gridiron system of cross- 
town railroads, they will encounter active and 
aggressive opposition from the property owners 
in Fiftieth and Fitty-firet Streets. 

The property owners in these two streets be- 
tween First and Twelfth Avenues are up in 
arms against the scheme to pre-empt the two 
finest transverse residence streets in the city 
and turn them into ordinary highways. They 
would energetically combat any effort on the 
part of a bona-tide syndicate of real capitalists 
to lay tragks on the two streets in question, but 
they are doubly op to Bartlett and his 
associates, because they do not regard them a6 
bona-tide promoters of a railroad, but as mere 
speculators, who are secking to acquire a valu- 
able franchige in order to dispose of it to 
the highest bidder. 

When Bartlett's scheme was first exposed in 
Tux TIMES @ year ago, the eet Swpere in 
Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets, tween the 
avenues mentioned, organized themeelves into 
an association to prevent the acquisijion of the 
necessary consents to the proposed road. They 
employed Robert T. Kreamer to go over*the 
route and Py mye od to see all the property 
owneré, and for months the association has 
agitated the subject along the two streets in 
question, and has left no stone unturned in its 
effort to block the game of old Mr, Bartlett, 
who has been quietly and constantly circulat- 

in search of the coveted consents. 

he result has been that Kreamer and the as- 
sociation of property owners have secured the 
cignetures of a gee of the property, in 
value, along both streets. Among those who 
have signed the petition of the property ewners 
against the granting of a franchise for Fiftivth 
and -tirst Streets to Bartlett and his asso- 
ciates and the assessed value of the property 
they own or represent are:

The total assessed value of the property 
owned or represented by those who have signed 
a petition against the road is $9,498,500. There 
are 240 signers to the petition, and they are not 
confined to the ultra-exclusive neighborhood on 
both streets between Park Avenue and Sixth 
Avenue, but are scattered along the route and 
embrace an equal representation of the small 
property owners. For instance, there were 52 
signers between First and Second Avenues, 17 
between Eighth and Ninth Avenues, and 10 be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth Avenues. Between 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues there were 110 signers. 

The total assessed valuation of all the proper- 
ty in Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets, between 
First and Twelfth Avenues, is $22,604,050. 

Besides those who signed the petition against 
granting a franchise, there were many who did 
not care to take an open stand either for or 
against the road, but who formally agreed to 
hold off and sign for neither side. The city was 
a party to this agreement respecting all its 
property on both streets, including police sta- 
tions, engine houses, &c, Among the other in- 
terests participating in the agreement to neu- 
trality were the Woman’s Hospital, the Nursery 
and Child’s Hospital, Robert and Ogden Goelet, 
William D. Tait, Commodore Elbridge T. aeery. 
the Church of the Epiphany, Peter A. H. Jack- 
son, the South Baptist Church, and the Astor 
family. The total assessed value of these stand- 
otf ie $4,179,000. According to these figures 
the Citizens’ Association holds the “ consents”’ 
of an actual majority of the property in as 
sessed valuation. 


What course Bartlett will adopt to circumvent 
these tigures is kept secret, but it is believed 
that the recent quiet changes, alterations, and 
modifications of their routes by the promoters 
of the gridiron system have something to do 
with a plan to circumvent the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion by a sudden flank movement. 

The association will present its signed peti- 
tion against the franchise at to-morrow’s hear- 
ing, and Koger Foster, ite counsel, will make an 
address in behalf of the petition. Other 
speeches a be made by property owners. 

When Bartlett and his associates tirst exposed 
their scheme to view, they announced that they 
intended to operate their roads by storage bat- 
tery cars. Now, however, they have discovered 
that what they really want is the dangerous and 
unsightly trolley system of electric propulsion. 
It is said that Bartlett and his associates have 
been trying for months to negotiate a sale of 
their franchise, when granted, to John D. Orim- 
mins and the Broadway Cable Road syndloate, 
but Crimmins and his syndicate are said to have 
— to have anything to do with the 
scheme, 





FREED ARRESTED IN DISGUIS£,

In giving this letter to a reporter of THE 
Times, Mr. Stewart said he considered all docu- 
ments pertaining to the Arch Fund work to be 
public property, inasmuch as it was an under- 
taking whose expenses were paid by public sub- 
soriptions of citizens, and he had always held 
ali the books and papers of the Arch Fund Com- 
mittee ready for inspection by anybody who 
chose to look at them. Consequently, when he 
was asked if he had received the above, letter 
from 4 Potter, SgAvenced to him as Treasurer 
of the fund, he had no hesitation in producing 
it from his files and peemisting a copy of it to 
be made for publication. The letter was type- 
written and had been copied in a press. 

Mr. Potter said yes ay he remembered hay- 
ing received an application for a subscription 
from Mr. Stewart, and had written declining to 
to subscribe and giving his reasons, but he did 
not remember having used the words “ elevated 
railroad” in it. 

“I did say, however,” Mr. Potter continued, 
“to the best of my recollection, that I was op- 
posed to the building of any structure which 
would interfere with the continuity of Fifth 
Avenue or any other avenue. That was my idea 
of the matter then, and I have not changed my 
mind since, and I hold the same views ay. 
The shape of Manhattan Island ie such that any 
permanent obstruction to travel in the streets 
and avenues which run length wise is dangerous 
to the people, who want and have a right to the 
freest possible use of these streets to get up and 
wee as quickly and pleasantly as posal- 

e. 

“I think that before many years Fifth Aye- 
nue will be continued straight across Washing- 
ton Square to join South Fifth Avenue, thus 
making another broad thoroughfare, available 
tor public travel and tratlicof all kinds. Before 
very many years all the lower part of Fifth 
Avenue—I should say certainly from Four- 
teenth Street and probably from Twenty-third 
Street down—will be given up to financial buat- 
ness. Not to mercantile ‘business, but to such 
alfairs as are carried on in the big office build- 
ings that are packed so closely in the part of the 
city below the City Hall There are several 
such buildings in that part of Fifth Avenue 
now, and their number will certainly increase 
with the growth of we business and population 
of the city. 

“I thought a year ago, and I stiil think, that 
the Washington Arch ought not to stand direct- 
ly in the line of Fifth Avenue. I do not think 
such monuments correspond with American 
ideas or needs, but I would not have opposed it, 
and I would have subscribed to it if it had been 
placed where it should have beon, either at one 
side of the line of the avenue in Washington 
Square or somewhere in Central Park. There 
it would not have interfered with a highway 
which is likely to change in character very 
much as time passes. 

“I do not think an elevated railroad in Fifth 
Avenue would spoil the avenue. An elevated 
railroad ig the best means of rapid transit yet 
attained anywhere, and as I believe, the only 
practicable rapid transit for New-York. An 
elevated road always improves the value of 
property wherever it goes. I will venture to 
ey thatif an elevated road were run up the 

oulevard the value of adjacent property 
would be trebled. An elevated road might very 
well be run an Ge centre of that wide street— 
it would only be necessary to take out one row 
of little trees along the middle of the street, 
and it would not interfere with the spacious- 
ness of the street. , 

“Rapid transit througthout the length o 
New-York City is a necessity which increases 
every day, and greater facilities must be given 
to the public for such transit, Fourth Avenue is 
the logical place for another elevated road, and 
it must come, [ should think, beyond question. 

“But whether an elevated railroad will be 
built in Fifth Avenue within a few years or not, 
there should be no obstruction of lengthwise 
avenuesin thistown. That was what [ had ino 
mind when I wroteto Mr. Stewart, and I be- 
lieve it ia the right idea.” 





THE BRIGGS CASE DELAYED. 


——_.——- 
THE PRESBYTERY POSTPONES ACTION 
UNTIL ITS FALL SESSIONS. 


For a few minutes yesterday afternoon the 
regular session of the New York Presbytery, 
which was held in the Scotch Presbyterian 
*Chureh, tookon an air of unusual liveliness. 
There was a motion before the meeting indors- 
ing an application for aid that had been 
made by Mount Tabor Church, the only colored 
congregation gf the denomination in the city. 
The Rev. Dr. Miller, the colored pastor of the 
church, has been urging the Presbytery for a 
long time to do something for his flock, without, 
“however, receiving much encouragement. Yes- 
terday he finally asked that the Presbytery do 
one thing or the,other—elther extend the help 
he asked prlet the congregation, which wor- 
shipsin a little hall over a saloon at 1,829 
Third Avenue, disband. 

This aroused a general discussion, in which 


the Rev. Dr. Thompson, Kiliaen Van Rensse- 
laer, and others made sharp digs at the Commit 
tee on Church Extension on account of the way 
in which, as they alleged, Mount Tabor Church 
nad been neglected. 

Dr. Thompson said that moneys that should 
have been applied to the advancement of work 
among the colored people of New-York had been 
applied to white churches. Mr. Van Rensselaer 
went even further. He sald that there was no 
reasop why Mount Tabor and every other needy 
churcl, in the jurisdiction of the Presbytery 
should not receive all reasonable aid. ‘he 
Presbyterian Church in New-York was richer 
than ever before, and its members stood ready 
to aid liberally in the work of advancement. 

“ The trouble is,” he added, ‘ that the people 
have no confidence in the Committee on Church 
Extension. They don’t believe in the members. 
That’s the whole thingin a nutshell. Appoint 
anew committees and the result would be a 
grand revival in churceh building.” 

In the latter part of this speech the Moder- 
ator had tried repeatedly to rap the speaker to 
order, but Mr. Van Rensselaer persevered. 
When he bad concluded, the Rev. Mr. Halsey of 
the Spring Street Church took up the cudgels 
for the committee, of which he 1s not a mem- 
ber. Several members of the committee were 

resent, but they made no efiort to controvert 

r. Van RKensselaer’s statements, being evi- 
dently content with the defense made by Mr. 
Halsey. The matter was allowed to drop after 
the Presbytery had pledged itself to give the 
aid to Mount Tabor asked for by the pastor. 

The Briggs matter came up before the Presby- 
tery on an official communication from the 
Stated Clerk of the General Assembly. It gave 
an extractfrom the proceedings of that body 
which ordered the New-York Presbytery to try 
the issues invelved in the vharges against Dr. 
Briggs. Ona motion by Dr. Thompson it was 
decided to be impracticable to go ahead with the 
case at present, and it was therefore laid over 
until the Fall.

THE M’KINLEY BILL AND OUR 
COMMERCE WITH CANADA. 


FACTS BROUGHT OUT BY A SENATE IN- 
VESTIGATION—HOW A PRACTICALLY 
‘PROHIBITIVE TARIFF HAS AFFECTED 
THE LABOR QUESTION.

After No. XIX. of this series had been com- 
pleted, and too late to incorporate this with it, 
a report made to the Senate of the United States 
by Senator Morrill and Senator MoFherson, 
upon the effect of the McKinley tariff upon our 
commerce with Canada, was published. 

The report is written by Senator Morrill; his 
colleague concurs in the statement of facts 
given therein, but does not concur in the con- 
clusions that are drawn from them by Senator 
Morrill. One cannot greatly wonder at his re- 
serve; he may soon, perhaps, give hisown. No 
document has yet been published which gives 
such conclusive testimony in regard to the grave 
injury done not only to the people of Canada, 
but also of the United States, by the tariffs of 
1883 and 1890. It was hardly to have been ex- 
pected that Senator Morrill would read the true 
lesson on which he himself has become a most 
gatisfactory witness. Senator Morrill labors 
under the delusion which is now shared by only 
a very small number of the older members of 
the Senate and of the House, that one of the ef- 
fects of a duty imposed in this country upon & 
given importis to depress the price of that ar- 
ticle in the country in which it is produced, and 
that by such reduction the burden of our tax is 
put upon that country. 

It is difficult to deal seriously with this mis- 
conception. Ifit were true it would be mani- 
festly for our interest to transfer all our taxes 
to our neighbors; it would also be manifestly as 


much for the interest of our neighbors to put all 
their taxes upon us. 

Again, if we could thus shift the burden of our 
taxes, on what ground could the remission of 
our tariff taxes upon tea, coffee, and sugar be 
et Why should we not put eighty to one 

undred million dollars’ worth of the cost of 
our Government upon the producers of tea, 
‘coffee, and sugar, which, at the instance of a 
Republican Administration, with the supportof 
Senator Morrill, have been made duty free? 

There are, however, some conditions under 
which the effect of a duty upon imports into 
this country is to depress the price of a dutiable 
article in the producing country; this is one of 
the most evil effects of a high tariff system that 
can be conceived. Vur duties upon the products 
of Canada have unquestionably had that effect, 
‘because s very large portion of the products of 
Canada are of such a nature thatif they cannot 
be exported to the United States they cannot be 
sold for export to any other point. 

We will now take up the testimony of Senator 
Morrill. After reporting upon the lessening 
population of the border towns of Canada, he 
gays: “From the testimony taken it was clear 
thatthe United States offered better markets 
and higher prices for anything and everything 
that Canadian farmers had to seil than could 
be obtained in the Canadian Dominion, and the 

rice and value there of horses, cattle, or sheep, 

ay, peas, beans, butter, eggs, and poultry 
‘was invariably as much below the selling price 
inthe United States asthe amount of duties 
imposed and the cost of transportation. * * * 
So far as the Canadian Dominion is concerned 
there is no doubt that they bear the entire bur- 
den of duties imposed upon their exports into 
the United States.” Elsewhere Senator Morrill 
proves that the duties on pine boards hada 
similar influence on Canadian prices. 

Here we have a complete admission that when 
trade ia obstructed by high duties imposed by a 
country of very great purchasing and consum- 
ing power, like the United States, the prices of 
the taxed articles must be reduced in the pro- 
ducing country. What ie the effect of that re- 
duction? Under atreaty of reciprocity with 
Canada the Canadians bought from us goods, 
wares, and products of various kinds to the full 
extentof the full vaiue of their sales to us be- 
fore the reduction in price. By reducing the re- 
ceipts tor their products in the measure of our 
taxes upon imports we bave therefore cut down 
the purchasing power of the Canadians; by our 
own ict we have reduced their capacity to buy 
our products in that measure or even in greater 
measure. Wholoses most? 

Why in rreater measure? Because the mar- 
gin of profits upon Canadian products was 
probably in many cases so small as to be within 
the line of taxation. By reducing the prices of 
their products to the full measure of our taxes 
upon them we have destroyed their profit, and 
we have therefore forced them in some places to 
give up the entire product. This is proved by 
the increase of immigration from Canada to the 
United States, which will be subsequently 
treated. Having deprived Canadians of their 
work at home they come here. Senator Morrill 
is a good witness to this. 

Let him, however, carry his investigations 
further and deal with the same principle ap- 

lied in other countries. Our tax upon pig iron 

as depressed the price of iron in Great Britain 
aad Germany; our tax upon wool has depressed 
the price of woo) in Australia, South America, 
Antwerp, and London; precisely as our tax 
upon beans, potatoes, butter, and eggs has de- 
pressed the price of these articles in Canada. A 
country of huge purchasing power like the 
United States cannot withdraw in part or be 
wholly excluded from any market anywhere, 
without insome measure depressing the price 
of the article which we are forbidden to pur- 
chase in that market. What then ensues! The 
consumers of the lessening product of 
Canada have been enabled to urchase 
food supplies for the operatives in 
their factories and in their workshops 
ata lower cost, and thus have perhaps been 
enabled to supply the Canadian markets with 
goods that might otherwise have been pur- 
chased in this country. In the same manner 
our taxes’: upon pig iron and wool have de- 
pressed the price of these most important crude 
materials in Europe. Senator Morrell perceives 
the effect in Canada, and he may perhaps say 
that we have thus put our tariff tax upon iron 
and wool upon the producers; but when one 
looks'a step beyond that first plausibie but 
somewhat shallow conception, it at once ap 
pears that we have thereby given the consum 
ers of pig iron and woolin md a huge ad- 
vantage over our own factories and workshops. 

The Benator next very Daively relates the evil 
effect upon ourselves of our duties upon Cana- 
dian products: “Formerly,” he says, “in the 
absence of all duties the Canadians sold their 

white Winter wheat in our market and took in 
return some of the cheaper Spring wheat, bear- 
ing @ less price. At that time Oswego, N. Y., 
milled about 10,000 barrels of flour a day, and 
now mills only about 2,600. The abrogation of 
the Canadian reciprocity treaty rendered 
Oswego elevators of comparatively little use.” 

What more damning evidence of injury to 
ourselves could be given than this! Senator 
Morrill goes on’ with his testimony: ‘‘ When 
this traffic in flour was broken up, the Oswego 
slevatore were devoted ne? ged to storing Cana- 
dian barley,” which is of better quality than 
the barley grown further south for maiting 
and converting into beer. But, again, Senator 
Morrill testities in a perfectly straightforward 
manner that “although a higher rate of duty 
‘was placed on malt through the act of 1890 
than in 1883, yet the higher rate on barley 
tended to exclude Canadian barley also. 
~ * * Notwithstanding Oswego has hess 
milling and lumber business than in 
former years, and since 1890 having 
its malting business threatened or wholly eus- 
pended, yot its citizens are by no means want 
ing in courage and have started new and pros- 

rous enterprises,” among which Senator 

orrill names ‘“‘shoddy cloth mills.” The peo- 

le of Oswego must be very grateful to Senator 
Srorrill and Representative William McKinley, 
Jr. These gentiomen and their coadjutors have 
decided that the people of Oswego were inca- 
pabie of choosing the right investment for their 
capital or the right employment for their 
workmen, and having destroyed their capital 
and stopped the work of their laborera in mili- 
ing wheat and malting barley they now heartily 
commend their courage and enterprise in at- 
tempting to convert their old clothes into new 
garments by establishing “prosperous shoddy 
cloth mills.’”’ Since this was written the eléva- 
tors which had been in part destroyed by our 
tariff have been wholly destroyed by fire. Does 
the Senator commend the fire? 

We will now cite Senator Morrill’s testimony 
upon the labor question. The declared purpose 
of the policy advocated by himself and his coad- 
jutors re to maintain the rates of American 
wages while he deprives Americans of the hard 
wheat, the better barley, the potatoes, the fish, 
the eggs, and the other foreign luxuries with 
which Os ada might flood us. In order to main- 
tain the rates of wages of the American farmer, 
lam , mechanic, and factory operative, 
he has taken the most effective measures to pro- 
mote immigration from Canada. 

It will be observed that he bears witness to 
the fact that by taxing Canadian products we 
have depressed the prices, and that by so doing 
we have depressed the rates of Canadian wages. 
Manifestly this must be the result, because all 
wages are derived from the sale of the producte 
of labor. To the extent that we have depressed 
the prices of Canadian products we have de- 
stroyed the power of Candian employers to hire 
Canadian labor. Hence it follows, as Senator 
Morrill testifies, that “ wages are much less in 
the Canadian Dominion, ranging in amount 
from 15 to 33 per cent., and in some cases even 
to 50 percent. * * The average difference 
of all kinds of labor may be reckoned at rather 
more than less than 25 per cent. It was ro- 
marked that the wages of the laboring man in 
Nova Scotia and New-Brunswick were 25 per 
cent. less than in Maine.” 

Having thus converted the ficur mills of 
Oswego into shoddy cloth milis, having deprived 
the people of Canada of profitable work in sup- 
plying seme cf our wants, having reduced the 
rates of Canadian wages below the level of a 
comfortable living, what comes next! Again 
Senator Morrill, with unconscious integrity, 

witness. “Commencing in Apri! it was 

stated that there was a daily average of about 
800 Canadian and foreign immigrante who 
poseed Newport, Vt..on their way to 
ew-Hampshire, Massachusetts, and elsewhere

been promised.” The evidence taken in Detroit 
was to this effect: ‘‘Many Canadian laborers 
come here, of course, because of better w 
and because they oan always tind work here. 
* = «© Bome of the workmen, although citizens 
of Detroit, rent houses in Windsor for the 
reason that rentals are much less there.” This 
testimony in regard to what has been called 
“the pauper labor” of Canada coming in com- 
petition with our workingmen in New-England 
and other sections may be commended to the 
especial attention of those who wish to regu- 
late immigration. May not immigration 
from Oanada be regulated by making it 
more profitable for Canadian workmen to stay 
at home and onpply us from there with their 
products in exchange for our manufactures, 
rather than to induce them to come here, year 
by yéar, to work for a season, sending their 
wages back to Canada for the support of their 
families, while they themselves compete each 
goanen for a share of the work that is to be done 
here 

I may also venture to commend this statement 
to Senator Dawes, whose definition of the prin- 
ciple of protection I will now give: “ It is the 
principle, as I understand it, which leads one 
man to erect a fence hetween his pasture and 
that of his neighbor, that he may the better en- 
joy his own.” 

It would, perhaps, be well for Senator Dawes 
to repair the fence between Massachusetts and 
Canada which keeps out wool, but lets in the 
shepherd; keeps out potatoes, but lets in the 
farm hand; keeps out lumber, but lets in the 
oarpenter; that keeps out the bricks, but lets in 
the brickmaker. Perhaps the workingmen of 
Massachusetts will build that fence in another 
way. They will take off all the top bars and 
some of the lower ones; they will make some 
gates in the fence so as to facilitate commerce 
with Canada and so as to induce the Canadians 
to stay at home, where they may earn good 
wager by supplying us with fish, potatoes, eggs, 
barley, hay, oats, lumber, and other Canadian 
products, of which they will send us an ample 
abundance in exchange for the manufactured 
goods and wares of our own States. 

S80 much for this admirable report of Senator 
Morrill. Since this series of treatises was un- 
dertaken we have also been furnished with pre- 
liminary reports giving the data that have been 
secured by Col. Carroll D. Wright in respect to 
wages and the cost of subsistence in foreign 
countries. The facts which have been given in 
these reports wholly sustain me in my own de- 
duoctions made from my limited investigations, 
and also sustain some of my a priori and hypo- 
thetical conclusions inthe most convincing man- 
ner. 

Time and space will not permit a complete 
analysis of this report. For present purposes it 
may only be referred to in order to sustain cer- 
tain propositions previously given in eet to 
the relative earnings of the people of different 
countries, and also in support of my theory of 
the ratio of earnings to the food supply. I avail 
myselfin partof the analysis of this report 
made by the Vaily Commercial Bulletin of New- 
York. From this it would appear that informa- 
tion has been obtained by Commissioner Wright 
from 5,284 families, representing 27,577 per- 
sons, an average of 5.20 per family. The nor- 
wal family, under the instructions given by the 
Commissioner, was to be selected under the fol- 
lowing provisions: 

1. Both husband and wife. 

2. An expenditure for each of the following items: 
Rent, fuel, lighting, clothing, food, and other pur- 

ose8. 

" 3. Must rent the house in which it lives. 

4. Mustnot have more than five children, none 
over fourteen years of _~ 

56. Must not have any boarders or tenants. 

One can only guess at what the normal family 
of this country really is or what the normal in- 
come of the average working family of this 
country may be. From my own investigations 
Iam very certain that it would substantially 
cover five persons, father, mother, and three 
children, and that the normal or average in- 
come of working people inthe strictest use of 
that term would be found on the line of $500 a 
year to each family; there may be a substan- 
tially equal number pqenene, between $400 
and $500 and $500 and $600. There would also 
beamuch greater number between $600 and 
$1,200 than there would be found below the 
$400 limit. 

The normal family among all classes is sub- 
stantially five, but relatively tew families are 
supported by one member. The group of which 
one is at work for gain consists of three persons 
—one of whom supports the other two. ve 

When the full reportof Col. Wright's investi- 
gations is printed, together with the data now 
being gathered for the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, we shall probably be able to determine the 
relative income and expenditure of many 
classes of working men and women in this and 
in other countries more surely thau we now can. 

Assuming that the analysis given in the Com- 
mercial .Bulletin is acourately computed, we 
find that according to Commissioner Wright's 
figures the normal family of 5.20 persons as 
given by him of which the working members 
are occupied in the cotton industry, in the wool- 
enand worsted industry, in the production of 
pig iron, and in the conversion of pig iron into 
bar iron, (the latter being a class of high-priced 
workmen,) the average income per family in 
the United States comes to $674. 

In corresponding families in Great Britain 
the income is $510. 

In France, (pig iron not being given, on cot- 
ton, woolen, and bar fron only,) average, $418. 

In Gorteeeg on cotton, woolen, and bar iron, 
average, $287. 

The advantage inthis country is somewhat 
greater than my proportionate estimates. 

The earnings of these specific groups in this 
country are: 

135 per cent. above German rates. 
62 per cent. above the French. 
32 per cent. above the English. 

The relative proportion of expenditure may 
vary in other occupations; our present purpose 
is to determine the relative purchasing power of 
that proportion of the income which is devoted 
to the purchase of food in this country, Great 
Britain, France, and Germany by working peo- 
ple in these specific classes. 

The relative incomes of the three classes and 
the per centage of money spent for food in the 
classes previously given are as follows: 

United States—Income, $674; expended for food, 
44 per cent., or $298. 

Great Britain—Income, $512; expended for food, 
50 per cent., or $262. 

France—Income, $418; expended for food, 48 per 
cent., or $200. 

Germany—lncome, $287; expended for food, 50 
per cent., or $143. 

Recalling tne fact that aration equal to that 
of a German soldier in active service can now 
be purchased in Boston at 121, to 13 cents per 
day, in Great Britain at 16,in France at 17, in 
Germany and Belgium at 20 to 23, we then 
have the purchasing power of the income de- 
ong to nutrition in its relation to food sup- 
plies. 

The purchasing power of $276 spent in New- 
England in dally rations at an sverage of 13 
cents yields 3,277 rations, $268 avent in Great 
Britain at 16 cents yielas ',638 rations, $200 
spent in France at 17 cents yields 1,176 rations, 
$143 spent in Germany at 20 cents yields 702 
rations, all for one year. 

We may rightly assume that the normal fam- 
ily estimated by Commissioner Wright to con- 
tain 5.20 persons, possesses the consuming 
power of 4 adults. Divide the rations per fam- 
ily by four, and we then find that the\average 
sum expended per adult in the United States 
for 365 days will give him 569 full rations. He 
spends his money for a ed price and quai- 
ity. The average expenditure per capita in 
Great Britain yields 409 full rations for 365 
days, or a good subsistence with a margin over 
which corresponds to the condition of the well- 
fed, prosperous English artisan or mechanic. In 
France the per capita expenditure yields only 
294 full rations for 365 days, which is consist- 
ent with the lack of meat and the relative lack 
of energy among the French. The purchasing 
power in Germany of that part of the meagre 
income devoted to food is only 176 rations for 
365 days; all facts, observations, and figures 
indicate the underfed condition of the great 
body of German workmen. ’ 

It may be urged that the data are not yet suf- 
ficient for such*a concl&sion. Let it be re- 
marked, however, that so far as these data 
prove anything they sustain the a priori theory 
derived by myself from broad and general aver- 
ages, and they are sustained by the reports of 
special investigations. They correspond also 
to the observatious of acute scientific observers 
who have witnessed in Germany the exact con- 
ditions named. These results are in themselves 
deductions from the widest, closest, and most 
scientific investigation of tigures and facts com- 
bined that has ever been made in this or any 
other country. 

The conditions in Italy are worse, and the in- 
creasing deficits are now forcing the Govern- 
ment to diminish armaments under penalty of 
starvation. 

Reference has been made to proportionate in- 
comes. From an advance sheet kindly furnished 
me by Commissioner Wright from the Seventh 
Report of the Bureau of Labor, now in press, [ 
am permitted to give the proportionate incomes 
of 2,564 families, being only a part of those pre- 
viously considered. In the United States:
